LORD SALISBURY ON 
IRISH TROUBLH. 
TWO SPEECHES MADE’ BY , THE 
PREMIER AT EDINBURGH—THE PAR- 


NELL COURT—SHEEHY’s ARREST. 

LONDON, Nov. 30.—In his speech at Edin- 
burgh yesterday Lord Salisbury, the Prime 
Minister, declared himself in favor of woman 
suffrage, and said he hoped the day was not far 
distant when women would be allowed to vote. 
Referring to the arrears of rent question, Lord 
Salisbury contended there could not bea greater 
mistake than to compare the position of the 


Scoteh crofters with that of the Irish tenants. 
The latter, he said, obtained assistance and 


privileges which were unknown in any other 
countrys. 

Lord Salisbury, ina speech at Edinburgh to- 
day, referring to the treatment ef Irish political 
prisoners, held that such treatment ought to de- 
ter others from following their example, and 
that so long as such offenders were dangerous to 
the community they must be treated like 
other offenders. He warned the Unionists 
to watch Mr. Gladstone, who, he said, 


was showing an increasing tendency to 
aceept the extremest views of the 


separatists. There was grewing in Mr. Glad- 
stone’s mind a distinct idea of the entire separa- 
tion of Ireland. He (Salisbury) trusted that 
Scotch Liberals would cease to attach impor- 
tance to party names. The great question ef 
upholding the empire and providing employ- 
ment for its teeming millions ought to be con- 
sidered supreme frem a patriotic point of view. 

At the meeting of tne Parnell Commission to- 
day Sir Charles Russell, counsel for the Parnell- 
ites, asked the opinion of the benoh upon the 
propriety ef a placard which had been posted 
palling a public meeting to hear addresses by a 
man named Mitchell and Nerah_ Fitz- 
waurice, who had appeared as witnesses 
for the defense before the commission. 
Presiding Justice Hannen sald the placard was 
unjustifiable, He would serve @ notice on the 
firm whieh published it. Iand Agent Hussey 
testified that tenants paid their rents secretly 
or did not pay them at all, because they were 
afraid of being shot. He said there were no 
moonlighters, sécret societies, or outrages 1B 
County Kerry before the League was formed. 

The committee investigating the olroum- 
stances of the arrest of Mr. Sheehy, member of 
Parliament, by an Irish constable. within the 
precincts of the House ef Commons, to-day 
heard the Chief Inspector of Parliamentary Po- 
lice, who sald that if the constable’s business 
had been known he would not have been ad- 
mitted to the House. After the examination of 
other witnesses the inquiry was adjourned. 

Messrs. Finucane and Sheehy,Parnellite mem- 
bers of Parllament, received registered letters 
te-day addressed “ Members’ Lobby” from the 
Crown Solicitor. They containe: a legal under- 
taking for signature to appear at a fixed date 
fer trial. This action is considered as another 
breach of privilege. It 1s deubtful if either 
gentieman will sign the documents. The mat- 
ter may be brought before a select committee. 

The announcement that the Gladstonians 
have selected Lord Compton to contest for Mr. 
Bright’s seat in Parliament bas causee Mr. 
Bright’s friends much pain. 

Mr. Stephen Williamson, member of Parlia- 
ment for Kilmarnock, has subscribed £1,000 to 
the Parnell defence fund. . 

Mr. Hooper, member of Parliament for Cork, 
announces that Mr. Parnell has sanctioned his 
retirement from Parliament 

The Government announced in the House of 
Commons this afternoon that Sir Henry Nor- 
man had been appointed to the Government of 
Queensland.

NEWS OF THE DAY IN PARIS. 

Paris, Nov. 30.—The duel between M. 
Paul Derouléde and M. Reinach, editor of the 
Republique Frangaise, took place this morning. 
Pistels were used. Four shots were exchanged, 
but neither combatant was hurt. 

The committee of the Chamber of Deputies, 
which has been considering thesharges made 
by M. Numa Gilly against varieus members of 
the Budget Committee, has authorheed his pros- 
ecution. 

Tne Budget Committee has assented to the 
plans of M. de Freycinet and M. Peytral, Minis- 
ters of War and Finance respectively, for an ox- 
tra war budget of a milliard of franes. The 
alletments for 1889 amount to 125,000,000f. 

The demps states that the remainder of the 
Panama. Canal lottery loan will be issued on 
Deo. 12, and that the price will be 325f. On the 
Bourse to-day Panams Canal closed at 230f. 

The French Government, as a settlement of 
the difficulty experienced in the nomination of 
new French Cardinals, proposes the transfer of 
Cardinal Lavigerie from Algiers to Paris. The 
Pope hesitates to accede to the proposition, 
desiring to bestow a cardinal’s hat upon the 
preseut Archbishop of Paris.

Morton was abed and asleep and could not be 
disturbed, Senator Hisceck and Mr. Plats re- 
turned to the Fifth-Avenue justin time to bid 
Mr. Blaine good-bye as he started for Boston on 
his way home to Augusta. Mr. Blaine had 
hardly got into his coach before the others rat- 
tied up to the front door of the hotel. Senator 
Hoar jumped out of one and John C. New out 
of the other. Each asked for Mr. Blaine and 
expressed disappointment at missing him. Sen- 
ator Hoar consoled himself with the society of 
Senator Hiscock and Mr. Platt and soon retired 
up stairs with them. Col, New stopped at the 
Fifth-Avenue long enough to say that he had 
justcome from Washington, where everything 
Wes all right, and the Republicans would have 
@ majority of trom five to nine in the next Con- 
xress. Then he went to the Gilsey House, where 
he will stay while he is here.

FAILURE IN CHIOAGO. 


CuicaGo, Nov. 30.—The wholesale boot 
and shoe firm of W. B. Jones & Co. at 112 West 
Washington-street is in trouble. This morning 
two executions amounting to $4,447 and in 
favor of Mrs. Annie McCann were issued by the 
Sheriff against the firm. When W. B. Jones 
went to the office yesterday merning he found 
that the Secretary and Treasurer of the firm, F. 
W. MoCann, was missing. and with him all the 
books and papers. “I can’t give any estimate of 
our liabilities, because for the past year the 
business has beon managed entirely by Meo- 
Cann. Ihave been outon the roud myself and 
came in Wednesday night to find him gone. 
Since then I have learned that nearly all the 
country accounts have been discounted and 
collected. Ithink be must have got yearly 
$15,000. Wednesday he turned over $716 
worth of stook to George P. Gora, the auc- 
tioneer, and has not been seen since.” The firm 
was organized three years ago with a capital 
of $80,000, all of which was furnished by 
by J. C. MeCann, an elder brother of 
F. W. McCann. J. C. MoCann made his 
brother, F. W. McCann, Secretary and Troas- 
urer and W. B. Jones the President of the 
company. To thesetwo gentiemen he turned 
over the whole management of the business, 
During the last two years Mr. Jones said the 
business had been growing and 100 hands were 
employed. He valued the plant and raw mate- 
Trial on hand at about $30,000, and said that 
unless other ereditors pushed the firm he 
thought it would be able to pull out all righse

ILLINOIS NOT TO BE IN THE OABINET. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 30.—United States Sena- 
tors Cullom aud Farwell had a quiet consulta- 
tion at the Grand Pacitic Hotel to-day prior to 
Senator Cullom’s departure for Washington. 
Senator Farwell will not leave until Deo. 5. 
The Senators, it is said, will aet in concert 80 
far as they will have influence in the distribu- 
tion of patronage. Senator Cullom’s term ex- 
pires thie Winter, and the first duty that will 
come before the Legislature will be to electa 
United States Senator—in other words, to re- 
elect Mr. Cullom, for that is the decree of 
the party managers. In the eonsultation to- 
day it was practically agreed that Illinois 
should not ask for a piace in the Cabinet, Aside 
from the fact that it was opposed to Harrison 
in the convention more than any other State, 
going dewn with colors ftiying for Gresham, 
and hence would not, according to the rules of 
the politics of spoils, have any claim for 
a Cabinet position, it was thought that 
after the conference of Wisconsin men last 
Menday the Senators from that Btate would 
not ask any Cabinet position, although they 
had better claims than Illinois. The Wisconsin 
Senators, it was sald, bad agreed that they 
would neither ask ner refuse a Cabinet position, 
but would try to get for Gov. Rusk a pesition 
as first or second assistant in one of the depart- 
ments. The Illinois Senators came to the oon- 
elusion that this part of the country ought to 
be represented in the Cabinet by Senator Alli- 
son of Iowa and that the adjoining States ought 
not to ask for representation in the Cabinet.

THE FUTURE OF’ BLAINE 


WHY MR. HALK WANTS HIM 
TO ENTER THE OABINET. 
THE MAGNETIC MAN WOULD OVER- 

SHAPOW HIS COLLEAGUE IF MADE 

A SENATOR—THE RAILWAY TURST. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The anxiety of 
Senator Hale to have Mr. Blaine taken into Mr. 
Harrison's Cabinet is not regarded here as 
purely unseliieh, nor 1s 1t attributed to his con- 
viotion that Mr. Blaine’s transeondent ability 
demands that sort of reeognition. Mr. 
Hale ie now the junior Senator from his State. 
Mr. Frye, his colleague, while quite as 
useful @ man, is not so conspicuous in 
brilliancy as to eolipsa Mr. Hale. Mr. Frye’s 
term will expire on March 3, 1889. Before that 
time and probably before January, when 
the Maine Legislature will be expect- 
ed to choose Mr. Frye’s successor, Mr. 
Blaine will probably have learned 
whether Mr. Harrison has determined 
to take Mr. Hale’s advice and call upon ‘the 
battered Knight to help *‘ strengthen the hands 


ef his chief.” If he does not it is not improba- 
ble that Mr. Blaine will refer the Maine Legis- 
ture to Mr. Hale’s speesh as containing suffi- 
cient reasons for justifying his election to the 
Benate. With Blaine back Mr. Hale would siak 


into comparative obacurity both as a figure in 
the Senate ana an influence at the White House. 
In advising Mr. Harrison as to what he ought 
to do witk Mr. Blaine, Mr. Hale is believed te 
be saying one* good word for hia ‘* chief” and 
two four himself. 

Mr. Hale’s hopes, if he is really desirous of 
seeing Mr. Blaine in the State Department 
ugain, are shared by a class of men who have 
found the administration of Mr. Bayard a dis- 
mal failure, and who have used tonzue and pen 
in soiling it with misrepresentations, ‘The eluss 
referred to consists of those so-called interna- 
tional lawyers who have undersome other Ad- 
ministrations thrivedjupon ciaims. All sorte of de- 
mands are made through the State Department 
upon foreign countries, for reprisals, damages, 
and what uot, and men with a smattering of in- 
ternational law and asurplus of greed and cheek 
have urged the adoption and pressure of suoh 
claims. Mr. Baya has been just in his 
treatment of all those matters, but justice was 
not enough. What was wanted was payment, 
and it is noted that in the van of the grand 
army of “ back numbers” that will soon be here 
the claim agents who have found the State De- 
partment an unfruiltful ground have, like buz- 
zards over & Charleston market, already begun 
to hover in the expectation of fine pickings. It 
is probable that they will all add their voices to 
that of Mr. Hale in committing Mr. Blaine to 
the favorable notice of Mr. Harrison. 


Rogarding the reported pooling of the big rail- 
roads West of the Missiasippi for the purpose of 
maintaining and fixing freight rates, Inter- 
State Commerce Commissioner Walker said to- 
day that at the present time the commission 
had no knowledge of the projected “clearing 
house,” except what had appeared in the news- 
papers regarding it. When asked 'if sueh a pool, 
or ‘clearing house,” would not be a violation of 


inter-State commerce law, Commissioner Walker ' 
declined to express any opinion, as he said, 


that if it should come into existence the 
commission in ajl probability would be 
called upon to decide that question, aad 
it would hardly be proper for him to 
discuss a matter which, later on, might call for 
a judicial opinion. Speaking about the subject 
generally and in an unoflicial way, Mr. Walker 
thought that such a combination might violate 
some of the provisions of the law, but he aa- 
mitted that a good deal woula depend on the 
exact nature and terms of the agreement and 
whether it was in conflict with the fifth section 
of the act, which section, Mr. Walker added, 
the commission has néver since its organiza- 
tiom been called upon te construe. Section 5 
reads in full as follows: , 


“That it shall be unlawful for any common carrier 
subject to the provisions of this act to enter inte 
any contract, agreement, oF combination, bets an 
other common carrier or carriers, for the pooling of 
freights of different and competing railrvads or to 
divide between them the aggregate or net proceeds 
of the earnings of soch railroads or any portion 
thereof; in any case of an apreainent for the pooling 
of freights as aforesaid, each day of its continuance 
shall be deemed a separate offense.”

A good deal of interest has been taken by 
naval officers here in the accounts of such pre- 
liminary trial trips as have been taken by the 


new dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, the last of 
which oceurred on Tuesday. The work done by 
the Vesuvius gives every reason to believe that 
when the officiel trial trip is taken, which will 
probably be next week, the speed, horse power, 
and all other requinements of the contract under 
which the vessel was built will be met in the 
most satisfactory way. 
not interested officiall 
which was undertaken for the bene 
of the vessel's builders, The contract 
calle for 3,200 horse power and a speed of 20 
knots an hour, to be made four suecessive times 
over a measured mile in smooth water. On 
Tuesday the Vesuvius steamed 70 miles at the 
rate of 21 knots an hour and in roagh water. 
On the trip down the Delaware the cruiser had 
with her a current of about two knots an hour, 
but she made the same speed coming back 
against this current. Her engines also devel- 
oped 3,800 horse power, or 600 more than will 
be demanded en the official trial trip. In other 
respects the little cruiser showed up to the sat- 
isfaction of her builders, and she is confidently 
expected to prove all that she was intended to 

when her construction was firat decided 
upon.

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It is said at the Navy Department tnat noth- 
ing is known there of the alleged unfriendly 
conduct of Capt. Ramsay of the cruiser Boston 


toward the officers and men of the steamer 
Haytian Republie, the seizare of which by the 
Haytian Government caused the Boston to be 
sent to Port au Prince. In the absence of defi- 
nite knowledge, the department officers are in- 
clined to believe that the criticisms passed upon 
Capt. Ramaay by the mon ofthe Haytian Repub- 
lic are not well founded. The statement that 
the Captain declined to tow the steamer from 
one anchorage to anotner is believed at the de- 
partment, where itis said that it would have been 
out of the question for the Boston to take the 
seized vessel in tow. unless Capt. Ramsay pro- 
posed to take her out ef the custody of the Gov- 
ernment and drive the Haytian guards over- 
board. They alse think it quite likely that the 
Boston left Port au Prince without giving a 
jong advance notice to the Haytian Repubiie, 
for Capt. Ramaay did not care to linger there 
after he discovered symptoms ef yellow fever 
on his own vessel. But more satisfactory evi- 
dence will be required by Capt. Ramaay’s friends 
here before they will credit the assertion that 
he was harsh and unfriendly teward the Haytian 
Republic's offieers or crew.

A BANKRUPT THEATRE. 


MR. 


AND MRS. THOMAS B. BAKER 


MAKE AN ASSIGNMENT. 

CuHIcHGo, Nov. 30.—Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
B, Baker, proprieters of the new theatre in 
Wabash-avenue, made an assignment to-day to 
W. W. Charles, a lawyer, the liabilities being 
placed at about $150,000. The assignment was 
the result of a quarrel with Daniel R. Brant, 
from whom the theatre site was purchased, but 
willin no wise affect the management of the 
house for the present. Tho principal creditor 1s 
Thomas E. Courtney, the contractor on the 
building, who is secured by mortgages to the 
amount of $121,000. The other  cred- 
itors are Db. R. Brant, who has a. sec- 
ond mortgage for $11,000, and other 
small claimants, the prineipal of whem is prop- 
ably Mandel Brothers, dry goods merchants of 
this city, who furnished the carpets for the 
house. It was the claim or. Mr. Brant that 
forced the assignment which was made, Mrs, 
Baker says, simply to protect the other credit- 
ors, allof whom she asserts to be her friends. 
The site was bought of Brant, and it appears 
thatin June last he was given a second mort- 
gage on tho realty te secure the final payment, 
conditioned, Mrs. Baker asserts, on its being 
withheld from record until the building was 
completed. Instead of its being withheld, how- 
ever, it was this morning recorded, and, much 
to her surprise, with a clause in it covering her 
personal effects, and also whatever might bo 
added to the house which, she asserts, was not 
in the document when she signed it. But, be 
this as it may, the recording of the mortgage 
brought on the assignment, 

* How will the theatre be affected by the as- 
signment?”’ Mrs. Baker was asked. 

** It will not be affected at all,” she said. “We 
will continue in charge, will gradually pay off 
the bills,and no one will be the loser. Mr. 
Brant saw that the theatre was a success and 
wanted to get hold of it, which is all there is to 
it. The assignment was made to securé the 
smaller oGreditors and simply to keep Mr. Brant 
from swamping them and bothering us. A 
stock company may be organized later on, but 
for the present you'll find Mra. Baker around 
and attending to business at the old stand.” 

From another source it was learned that the 
real complicatien in the entire trouble came of 
the fact that Mrs. Baker had placed liens on 
the chattels which the Brant mortgage was in- 
tenand to cover, and the recording of the docu- 
meni placed her in an unenviable light—the 
position of having given two mertgages on the 
same goods, 

T. E. Courtney, the ehief creditor, says: “I 
took the contract to erect the building or to su- 
perintend its construction, ani am responsible 
to the sub-contractors. I am secured by a mort- 
gage for $121,000 on the ground and building, 
anda probably owe the contractors $80,000. 
have had to advance all the meney paid out, 
and tbe assigninent will not affect me.’ 

‘“ How much has the building cost?” ‘* Com- 
pleted it will stand frem $175,000 to $200,000.” 

“ How much will it tuke to finishit?’ ‘Ido 
not know exactly.” 

Mr. Paul Nichelson, business manager of the 
theatre, said this evening that on the whole he 
was glad the Bakers had made an assignment, 
as it cempels the creditors to present their 
claims to ene person in proper form and puts an 
end to the annoyance to which everybody con- 
neoted with the house had been subjected. The 
relations between the owners of the property and 
the management of the house Were such that no 
interference with the theatre could result from 
the assignment. All engagements would be 
kept and there woulda be no interference with 
the performances. Mr. Charles, the assignee, 
said that he could not tell what the assets and 
Mabilities were, but hoped to have a schedule 
prepared by to-morrow night. The house was 
making monwy and he saw no reason why all 
Claims should not paid in full. 





THE MURDERER ESOAPED. 

Nrw-HavVEN, Conn., Nov. 30.—The mys- 
tery surrounding the shooting of the young 
man King was solved by the police late this 
afternoou. They discovered evidence pointing 
strongly to George Donovan, a son of the 
saloonkeeper at whose place the murder oc- 
curred, as the guilty man. The Denovan 


efamily persistently disclaimed all knowledge of 


the affair, but when they were confronted by 
the evidence in pessession of the detectives 
they acknowledged that it was Donovan who 
killed him. When King fell he was carried into 
the saloon, and just before he died he said that 
George Donovan had shot him. Several persons 
heard Kiny’s statement, but they told the pelive 
that King died without making any statement. 
When this story came out to-day the police 
quickly secured a confession from the Donovan 
family. It tramspired that after the shooting 
Donovan ran bome and then hid in the barn 
and was conceuled there while the pelice were 
searching the neighborboed last night. Some 
time during the night William Cramer, a 
brother-in-law, visited the barn and carried 
Donovan his coat and hat, and Donovan then 
gave the officials the slip. ‘To-day his svat, hat, 
and revolver were found on the edge of the 
New-Haven reservoir, indicating that he had 
committed suicide. The police, however, con- 
sider this a rase, and are continuing the search 
with renewed viger, but up toa late hour no 
trace of Donovan’s hiding place had been found.

TO DO GOV. HILL'S BIDDING 


THOMAS F. GRADY 10 GO TO 
THE STA1B SENATH. 

HIS TALENTS NECESSARY TO CARRY OUT 

PROJECTED S8CHEMES, AND THE 

SIXTH DISTRICT MUST SWALLOW HIM. 


Gov. Hill will in afew days call for a spe- 
cial election in the Sixth Senaterial District. 
Edward F. Reilly, having been elected County 
Clerk, has resigned the Senatorship. It is be- 
yond question, as things now stand, that the 
Tammany candidate will be elected as his suc- 
cessor. The matter to be settled is as to who 
that candidate will be. 

Gov. Hill takes a lively interest in the matter. 
He has a private and personal candidate, and 
until he has prevailed onthe Tammany people 
te accept his man he wil! probably delay send- 
ing out his proclamation calling a special élec- 
tion. He will, witheut doubt, succeed in having 
his man named. The relations between him 
and the Tammany leaders are such as to make 
his interests their own, but those leaders are 
not yet despetic, as John Kelly was. They 
believe in moving slewly, keeping their purpose 
always in view, but working 1t out through the 
mazes of the hopes and wisnes of their con- 
stituents. 

If the Tammany leaders should at once insist 
that silver-tongued Thomas F. Grady should be 
the candidate for Senator in the Sixth District 
there might be arow. It is this possibility they 
wish to avoid. Everything in the Tanimany or- 
ganization must proceed in accordance with the 
wishes of the po: Oh, yes! but all the same 
Grady, he of the moist lips and penetrating 
Manner, will be the Tammany candidate 
for Senator in the Sixth. ‘The people down 
there may talk as much as they please 
about men whose services to them 
are worthy of reward. Their desires will get 
tangled up, and then the rotund Grady will be 
rolled in on them. Gov. Hill wants him, and 
must have him in Albany. Every Assembly 
distriet in the Sixth Senatorial has at least one 
Tammany candidate for the succession to Sen- 
ator Reilly. The Fourth District presents Pat- 
rick H. Koche, an ex-Assemblyman, and Ed- 
ward T. Reynolds; the Sixth names William J. 
McKenna, ex-Assemblyman, and the Twelfth 
cries out for the nomination of Maurice F. Hola- 
han, an ex-Assemblyman. All these will be 
easily dispesed of by the artful David B. and 
his leading Tammany friends. Holahan is now 
a Special United States Treasury Agent, and 
section 8 of Article IIL of the State Constitu- 
tion says: 

“No person shall be eligible to the Legislature 
who atthetime of his election is,or within 100 
days previous thereto has been, a member of Con- 
gress, a civil or military office, under the United 
btates, or an officer under any City Government.” 

That settles Mr. Holahan’s case, and leaves 
his friends to mourn. It also puta an end to 
Mr. McKenua’s aspirations. Mr. McKenna is 
employed in the United States Internal Revenue 
Service. There is a question respecting Kdward 
T. Reynolds's eligibility. He is a searcher in the 
County Clerk’s office, and there is some doubt 
as to whether he is, therefore, a city or State 
officer, inasmuch as his superior, the County 
Clerk, as Clerk of the Supreme Court ia a State 
officer. This leaves ex-Assemblyman Patrick 
H. Roche as the only candidate of undoubted 
eligibility, but he has only recently joined Tam- 
many 88 a seceder from the County Democracy, 
and all the Tammanyites are net willing that he 
should protit at once by proselytism. 

Everything looks well for Hill, Croker, and 
Grady. Croker will let things move along until 
the Sixth District people have got perplexed 
and then will present Grady as the fittest man 
that Tammany could send to the Senate—from 
Gov. Hili’s point of view. In this he will un- 
truth. Grady showed, 
when he was in the Senate before, that he was 
shrewd, quick, never lacking in words, tricky, 
and a perfect teol in the hands of 2 master. At 
the bidding ot John Kelly he assalled Gov. 
Cleveland with the foulest abuse that was ever 
heaped by a time-server on an honest man. 
He did this in the Senate and caused 
the dead-loek there over the nomination by Mr. 
Cleveland of William Murtha of Brovuklyr to the 
Emigrant Commissionership. He did it again 
in the Chicago Convention, and so disgusted the 
Northwestern delegates that they floeked to the 
support of Cleveland.” His part was overdone 
there, and when Tammany pretended to come 
to the aid of the Democratic ticket in 1884 
Grady had to be retired. His continued pres- 
ence in its body would have mocked 
its pretensions. Then he joined the But- 
ler movemeut and stumped the State 
against the Democracy. Iu 1886 he ran 
as an independent candidate for Congress 
against “Yim” Campbell. Time and again, 
while in the Legislature, he indulged in the 
oroukedest kind of politics, and often aroused 
the resentment of his Tammany colleagues 
whom he opposed. In brief, Grady has always 
shown himself ready to do whatever served his 
own interests, regardless of public or rea! party 
advantage. 

But if is as a tool that Grady is now wanted— 
® tool of the Hill-Tammany crowd, but particu- 
larly of the Hill ena. David B. Hill knows his 
value for certain purposes. He knows how 
shrewd and wordy the man is and that he has a 
command of legislative qrectice probably un- 
oqualedin the Senate. It is as $he nominal 
leader ef the Hill-Tamigany Senators that the 
Governor wants him. His work will be laid 
outin the Executive Mansion. David RB. Hill 
has not been able before to get so serviceable an 
assistant as Grady will be. In the beginning of 
his Governorship he had Michael C. Murphy as 
the leader of the Senate, but he quarreled with 
him, and selected Senater Cantor as his rep- 
resentative. Canter has proved scarcely adapted 
to the work. He is a decent man, not bru- 
tally aggressive, and he lost many  ad- 
vantages, so the Governor believes, that 
Grady in his place would have gained. 
He is to be shelved. Grady 18 to work 
out the schemes that Hill plans. He is to 
wateh and counteract the purposes of the 
Republicans, and aiso those of the Connty Dem- 
ocrats, who, lead by Michae) C. Murphy, are not 
expected to show much love for Hill. He will 
de what hais picked out todo. His lines have 
not been cast in plexsant places lately, so he 
will be eager to commend himself to the men 
who have bow given him a new chanee to make 
fortune and ill fame. It has been settied by the 
Sheriff’s office coterie that the Sixth District 
par elevt him Senater and the Sixth District 
will. 

The County Democrats are scarcely to be con- 
sidered in the matter. They have two meu who 
woulda like to run, but are afraid, ‘They are 
Johu Galvin and John F. Ahearn. They come 
from the Sixth Assembly District. (Grady has 
relations in the Feurth Assembly that make it 
likely that he would get a part of the County 
Democracy vote there. 


A TROUBLESOME NEW-J“&RSEY JURY. 

ASBURY PARK, N. J., Nov. 30.—There was 
&@ big sensation te-day in Freehold at the second 
trial of James L. Black of Asbury Park for 
forgery. When William H. Shafto of Wall 
Township was called to the jury box Assistant 
Prosecutor Swartz and Davia Harvey, Jr., who 
represented the State, challenged him us to 
favor. The State elaimed that Shafto was a 
brother-in-law of R. Tenbroeck Stout, the 
senior counsel for the defense. Shafto had 
been seen talking to’ Mr. Stout several times 
since the opening of the present term of eourt. 
The State elaimed that Shafto had conversed 
with the other members of the petit jury panel 
about the 43 indictments pending against 
Black. In these conversations he claimed that 
the evidence against Biack was insuflicicut to 
cause his conviction and that he would not 
vote guilty. Shafto was clesely questioned by 
Judge Walling, who tinaliy ordered him aside, 
as he would prejudice the case if he served. 

When William R. Fersyth of Upper Freehold 
Township was called he was challenged as to 
favor by the defense. Mr. Stout insisted on be- 
ing told how Mr. Forsyth voted in the jury 
room on the firat trial of Black. Forsyth re- 
fused to answer, and tinally appealed to the 
court. Judge Walling upheld Forgyth, and said 
that if he could find out who was in the habit 
of making public tue doings of the jurors when 
they had been locked up he would infiliot a se- 
vere punishment.

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THE STANDARDS BIG GEAB. 


NO DOUBT THAT THE GREAT TRUST 
IS TRYING TO MAKE IT. 

PirrspurG, Penn., Nov. 30.—The Phila- 
delphia Natural Gas Company of this eity, with 
its eleven millions of capital, was to-day unable 
to prevent its stock from tumbling a point or 
twoon the market on the strength of a fact 
decidedly confirmatory of the theery tele- 
graphed THE TIMEs Jast week as to the object 
of half a dozen Standard Oil Trust magnates in 
their visit to Pittsburg. 

The unofiicial, though largely accepted theory 
regarding that object was the one predicting & 
gobble of the Pittsburg natural gas monopoly 
by getting control of the two and a half mil- 
lions of additional bonds to be issued by the 
Philadelphia company, Dee. 5, an issue to which 
a lively minority bears the market now by an- 
bouncing that, within five days, W. C. Erskine 
and H. A. Davies, attorneys, will institute 
equity proceedings to restrain the majority 
from issuing such two and a half millions of 
bonds, on the very ground mainly, that the 
Standard is to take up the issue thereof, and se 
hold a legal lever which by pressure they can 
work to overturn the control of the company, 
as the bonds would.constitute a first lien on all 
its plant. 

A prominent prospective plaintiff under the 
equity bill spoke of it to-day as follows: ‘‘The 
bill will charge the illegal issue of the stock by 
the company and ask an injunction against 
certain of the stockholders to be named in the 
bill, restraining them from voting their stock in 
the ceming vote on the issue of bonds. I tell 
you, this thing has been watched for some time, 
and the general public has begun to ask how it Is. 
You rememver a@ meeting of the Standard Oil 
Company last week? Well, I believe it was 
called to arrange to take the Philadelphia com- 
pany’s proposed issue of bonds. [ think that if 
the bonuas are issued the Standard Company 
will get them, and then good-by to the pour 
stockholders. I believe the Standard Company 
is arranging to use Lima oil for fuel, and the first 
necessary step will be to get centro] of the 
largest natural gas company—the Philadelphia 
company.” 

But this is not the only, nor even the most 
significant, fact relating to the Standard’s gas 
gobble theery. Joseph Bushnell, one of the 
very slickest of ail the smooth Standard O11 
magnates who eame here last week for their 
deeidedly secret deal, has remained ever since 
an unregistered guest of the Monongahela 
House, which hotel he left yesterday to return 
in @ day or two, engaging his rooms for an in- 
definite period and stipulating that his pres- 
ence in Pittsburg was notto be known. He has 
charge of the Standard’s entire lewer oil and 
gas fields. 

** What is he doing here?” and *“ Why does he 
confer secretly with Philadelphia gas mag- 
nates?” are questions now being asked, A 
week’s developments may answer.

Wednesday ufternoon Mrs. Beek sent away 
her servant for the holiday and teld the work- 
man thet he need not remain at the mansion 
the following two nights, Then she went with 
her daughter: to New-York to spend Thanks- 
giving withason. There was no tire léft iu the 
house. In the cellar, however, were two valu- 
able setter dogs. Some member of Mr. Beguet’s 
family next door was attracted by the barking 
of dozs Thursday night, and upon seeking the 
cause discovered Mrs. Beck’s house on fire. 
Neighbors were quickly aroused, but before 
any assistance could be rendered the interior 
of the house was atire and the building, with all 
its contents, Was burned to the grouud. The 
Fire Department only saved the adjoining prop- 
erty. 

Mrs. Beck was informed by telegraph of her 
loss to-day, but has not yet returned to Plain- 
tield. The loss on the house Is $6,000, partially 
insured; on the contents the loss is muob 
greater. The value ofthe furniture is several 
thousand dollars, while onthe silverware, bric- 
4-brac and paintings the loss is still greater. 
Miss Beck’s entire wardrobe, valued at $1,500, 
was destroyed. The two dogs that gave the 
alarm were burned. The first arrivals at the 
house report that both the front aud back doors 
were wide open, and through the burning house 
things had the appearance of having been ran- 
sacked. The interior was undoubtedly pillaged 
before being oHred to cover the traces of rob-: 
bery. The thieves had plenty of time to select 
carefully what they waated witheut fear of dis- 
turbance, for the house is well screened by 
trees. There is absolutely no clue to the incen- 
diary and robber. Whvever he is he seems to 
have known all about the absenee of Mrs. Beck 
and her daughter. Among the losses was a 
large Masonie and Knight ‘Jemplar library col- 
lected by Mrs. Beck’s husband and said to be 
one ef the largest and most complete in the 
country. 





THE EIGHT-HOUR MOVEMENT. 

St. Paut, Minn., Nov. 30.—J. F. Cronin, 
who seeme to be recognized as the mouthpiece 
of organized labor in St. Paul, was asked by a 
reporter to give his views on the feasibility and 
prebabie outcome of a gigantic national strike 
of all workingmen, which is now rumered, for 
an eight-hour day. ‘‘Such a result,” he said, 
‘*could hardly be brought about as you indicate. 


Ap eight-hour day is a practical impossibility 
for sume classes of laboring mev. Then there 
is hardiy any nhationual organization thor- 
oughly enough federated and bound together 
to accomplish it, other things aside. 
It would be impossible for the order 
of the Knights of Labor, organized ae it 
is, to effect it. There is what is knewn asa 
Federation of Trades, which helds an annual 
meeting, and to which most of the organized 
trades unions and some of the assemblies of the 
Knights ef Lapur send delegates. The noxt 
meeting, I believe, will be held late in the Win- 
ter. The nearest approach to this result would 
be reached, if at all, through the medium of the 
trades unions. There are many international 
organizations of the men of a particular trade, 
in soma- cases very firmly united. Tbese 
might each fur itself make the attempt, 
and if the organization were ftifM enough 
it might succeed. The Cizarmakers’ Union, 
for instance, some time ago made the attempt 
and succeeded in securing the eight-hour day. 
The Typographieal Unien alsuv tried it and 
failed, but they are better organized now, and 
might be successful in another attempt. These 
trades unions might make a united attempt, 
and that would be the nearest approach to such 
a strike as youreferto. I[ have heard nothing 
of such au attempt in St. Paul, exeept through 
the papers. The Painters’ Union, however, is 
beginning to talk of a strike for a nine-hour 
day. The Minneapolis union secured it, but I 
do not know what the St. Pau: union will do.” 





TRIED TO WRECK A TRAIN. 

DayYTON, Ohio, Nev. 30.—An attempt to 
wreck a Dayton and Michigan passenger train 
was made to-day near Johuston Station bya 
man who wanted to “get even” with the road. 
He boarded a train here this morning and re- 
fusing to pay his fare, he was put off at John- 
stom Station. ‘the man walked down the track 
about a mile and then began to drive spikes 
between the jeints of rails, placing splice bars, 
heavy stones, and other heavy obstructions on 
the track, Section men who were at work on 
the tra¢k near by observed the man and gave 
chase witu a hand car. He was caught and 
brought to Dayton. He gives his name as John 
Rodgers, occupation a painter, and claims that- 
he bas been living around Dayton for four 
years. He is held for train wrecking. Al 
though caught in the act he stoutly denies 
his guilt.

CALUMET MINE ON FIRE 


LIGHT MINERS LOSE THEIL 
LIVES IN A SHAFT, 
STOCKHOLDERS IGNORANT OF SOME 
THINGS, BUT WISE ENOUGH TO 


SPECULATE IN THE MARKET. 

CALUMET, Mich., Nov. 30.—Fire was dis- 
covered at the eighth level of No. 3 Shaft of the 
Calamet branch of the Calumet and Hecla 
Mine this morning.+ A large party of men was 
working at the time ef the fire, whica, when 
discovered, had made such progress that the 
smoke was terribly dense and their lives were 
in great danger. All made a rush for the sur- 
face, but eight men are missing. That they are 
dead is certain. The mine location is complete- 
ly covered with the dense smoke and tbe fire 
looks worse than did the last, but, being nearer 
the surface, it is believed the damage finan- 
eially will not be so great. 

Christ Rule, one of the miners who were at 
work in the fourteenth level of No. 2 Shaft, says 
that about 11 o’clock last night he saw and 
sinelled smoke. He at ence called the attention 
of the others to it. Charles G. Sarson and 
Henry Burkineynki, who were thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the Calumet branch of the mine, at 
ouce started up the ladder as far as the tenth 
level and then went south to the main engine 
shaft and rode upto what iscalled the grand 
sixth level. They then crossed to No. 3 Shaft, 
where they saw the shaftall ablaze. The bed 
plank and mill timbers, top, bottom, and sides, 
looked as if they had been burning somo 
time. Burkineynki at once went to 
the valve of the water pipe, opened 
it, straightened ent the hose and was 
ready to fight tire; but there was no water there. 
He says, however, that had there been water it 
would have helped matters none. Seeing this Sar- 
son, who had a narrow escape at the former fire, 
led the way back to the man engine shaft and 
warned the men toturn back. He piloted the 
way for them to No. 5 Shaft and then came Ww 
the surface. Nothing is known of the wherea- 
bouts of the eight men who are missing. They 
were working 1,700 feet deep, orin the man en- 
gine shaft, and it is supposed on smelling the 
smoke they tried to escape and were smothered. 
Over 100 men were in this portion of the mine 
at the time, but escaped. 

The missing men are Joseph Masaler, Antonio 
Kattlarers, John Vandebilt, Andrew Hanson, 
and two others, names unknown,a Polander 
and a Finlander. The eight-hour-shift men 
went through No. 3at10 o’clock, but saw ne 
fire. That itis the work of an incendiary 1s be- 
lieved by all. 

Immense volumes of smoke are issuing from 
the burning shaft. The fire will not prevent 
work at the south neck, and that part of the 
mine jis now in shape to employ all the minera, 
aud the product can be Kept up to the syndi- 
cate’s limits 


Boston, Nov. 30.—Official dispatches to 
the office of the Calumet and Hevia Mining 
Company relative to the fire in that mine were 
very slow in reaching here, and slower still in 
reaching the street. As the fire was discovered 
during the night or early this morning this fact 
Was very generally commented on later in the 
day, after the stoek had been knocked off 50 
points,and it was found that large orders to seil 
Calumet were in the market eurly in the fore 
noon. Calumet opened at 305, and orders to 
sell sent the price duwn below 190 before any 
except those on the inside knew anything 
about the tire A great deal changed hans, 
and when the first news came in rapidly ran otf 
to 255, recovering 10 points at the clooe. The 
officials of: the company are, or profess to be 
absolutely unable to gain anything like an ities 
of the cause or extent of the fire. The compxny 
has been crowding work at the mine in order to 
make up in amount of product for the loas in 
time caused by the fire which broke out in 
August last year. The main mine shafts have 
been producing but a few months, and at first 
thought it would appear tbat the company 
will be forced back to the South Hecla or 
Black Hill shafts as the seurce of its product 
until the new fire can be extinguished and 
ite effects repaired. Great uncertainty, of 
coursé, exists as to how long a time this 
may require, but. po uncertainty can exist as 
to the company’s ability to produce copper 
enough from the South Hecla shafis to main- 
tain very respectable dividends on its stock 
were production to be indefinitely stopped in 
the main mine shaft. The Black Hills shafts 
have produced over 2,500 tons of mineral in a 
single month; call it but 25,000 or 30,000 tons 
per year, equal to 45,000,000 pounds of refined 
copper, the net profit on which uoder the terms 
of the “ syndicate” contract as generally under- 
stood would be not far from $4,000,000 at $40 
per Share on Calumet and Hecla stock. The 
company is limited to 50,000,000 pounds per 
annum, and its rate of production previous to 
the outbreak of this fire was censiderably larger 
than at the rate of 50,000,000 pounds per 
annum forthe reason that the company was 
endeavoring to make up for lost time. 

The general idea is that the Calumet and 
Hecla’s disaster will strengthen the other cop- 
per stocks, as it will reduse the amount of 
copper which the “syndicate” will have to han- 
dle.

THR RAM AS A WEAPON, 


COMMANDER HARRINGTON’S LECTURE 
BEFORE THE NAVAL INSTITUTE. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Nov. 80.—Commander 
P. F. Harrington delivered his first lecture of a 
series on “* The Ram as a Naval Weapon” to the 
Naval Institute. Naval Academy, to-night, Te 
said: “ Upon the request of the officers.of the 
Naval Institute and with the consent of the 
President of the Naval War Cellege I shall reaa 
to you some of the lectures which have been 
given recently at the college, The relation of 
these lectures to the college course of instruc- 
tion should be defined. They discuss subjects 
which are without the curriculum of the Naval 
Academy, and they are addressed particularly 


to the professional thoughts of ofiicers of ex- 
tended experience, 

In nearly all the lectures of the college course, 
as in those which will be read to you, questions 
of importance to the Navy end tothe country 
are frequently suggested—questions which bear 
upon the censtruction of ships and a naval 
force, the appropriate installation and associa- 
tion of weapons with regeard to uny required 
service, the tactical and strategical employment 
of the naval force, eitner aggressively or in de- 
fense of the coast, and upon many other un- 
settied matters which are a part of the duties 
of our profession. The Naval War Culiege de- 
signs the discussion of these questions 
by its atudents, after due examina- 
tion of the arguments presented by 
the lecturers and their definitive settle- 
ment upon the basis of the best prepara- 
tion of the navy and its ofiieers for a state of 
war. Certain problems will be brought to sola- 
tions by experiments with the new ships, aud 
upon the results of such experiments will be 
built plans for the mutual support of the parts 
of the naval feree. The reading and hearing of 
lectures and new interest in professional mat- 
ters are but some of the means to be used to- 
ward the perfection of our great weapon and its 
judicious and skillful use by officers of the navy.” 

The lecturer talked at‘length about algebraic 
formulas representing tho power of the ram 
upon vessels rammed, the displacement by the 
shoek, the loss of energy by the resisting forces, 
and other technical partsof the subjeet, and 
then took up the question ef angle at which the 
ram was moat effective. He expressed the be- 
lief that 1t was ata small angle that the most 
effective blow could be struck. Upon the ques- 
tion of velocity of the ram he said at high ve- 
locities most of the energy is expended iu local 
damage, while in low -velocities most is 
used in straining the structure, He took up 
very fully the subject of the strain on the ram 
in delivering its blow, how the spar and vessel 
should be vretected, and the character of the 
prow of the same, expressing the epinion that 
the spur should project and that it sheuld be 
shert. He discussed tho means of protection 
against ramé, and urged the placing of water- 
tight compartments and plenty of pumping 
power in vessels. 

The lecturer considered in an exhaustive 
manner the best means of delivering the blew 
and its effect upon the opposing vessels, and 
gave numerous interesting incidents of the re- 
suitof these naval encounters upon the ram 
and the vesael rammed. In one instance the 
Tram was worsted by losingits ram and 
the force of its own attack.

CHANGES IN THER RULES. 


BOW BASEBALL PLAYERS WILL 
GOVERNED IN THE FUTURE 
PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 30.—The Joint 


Boardjof Arvitration of the National League and 


the American Baseball Association met to-day 
and made several changes in the national agree- 
ment. The League was represented by Presi- 
dent N. E. Young of Washington, John I. Rogers 
of Philadelphia, ana W. A. Nimick of Pittsburg. 
President John B. Day was detained at home by 


i)lneas and Mr, Nimick aoved as bis prexy, Chris 


Von Der Abe of St. Louis, Charles Byrne of 
Brooklyn, and Zach Phelps of Louisville repre- 
sented the Association. Mr. Young was elected 
Chairman of the committee and Mr. Byrne Sec- 
retary. The natienal agreement was then taken 
up and the following changes made; 

Section 2, paragraph A, relative to contracts 


with players, was changed so as to read: 


“Nor shall any player, without the consent of the 
olub with which he 18 ubder contract, enter into 
— negotiation or contract with any other club,”

Paragraph B was changed to read as follews: 
“ Every reguiar contract shall be registered and 
approved by the Secretary of the association of 
whioh the coutracting club is a member, who shail 


-forthwith notify,” de, 


The last line of section 4, which prescribes 
how players slall be reserved, Was amended so 
as to read: 

“ And such players together with all others there- 
after to be regularly contracted with such club 
members are and shall be ineligible to contract 
with any other club member of either association 
party hereto exgept as hereafter prescribed.” 


An amendment was made to section 5, proviil- 


ing that in case of the disbandment or expulsion 
of aclub the player shall be released from con- 
tract and reservation; but their services shall 
at once be subject to the acceptance of the other 
elubs ef the association. 

‘rhe introduction of section 6 was amended to 
Tread as follows: 


“Each club member of either associatien party 
hereto shali have exclusive control of its own ter- 
Titory, abd DO club shall be entitled to membership 
in either association party hereto from any city or 
town or county in whicha club member of either 
association party hereto is already located.” 

Section 7 was amended as follows: 

“No game shall be played between any club mem- 
ber of either association party hereto or any of its 
players under contract or reservation with any 


‘other club or team while presenting, A Violation 


of this section shall sudject each offender to tine or 
expulsion in the discretion of the Board of Arbitra 
tion. Provided that in case the club employing 
such ineligible player shall discharge him from its 
Service, clubs of the associations parties hereto may 
thereafter play against such club.”’ 


Section 8 was strieken out and the following 
substituted: . 

“Each association party hereto shall have the 
right to make and enforce ali rules and regulations 


artaining to the control, discipline, and compensa. 
jon of all players under contract with aud reserva- 
tion to ita club members, provided such rules and 
regulations shallin no ica conflict with the pro- 


visions of this agreement.”’

THE RECORD IN DANGER 


LITILEWOOD LIKKLY TO SUR- 
PASS ALBERK1’S FEAT. 

HE Has 84 MILES TO TRAVEL AND 20 
HOURS IN WHICH TO DO IT—THE 
MIDNIGHT SCORE. 

With the certainty of the greatest six-day 
race ever held and the probability of the reeord 
of Albert being beaten as attractions, Madison- 
Square Garden was visited by thousands yes- 
terday. Littlewood, who took the lead from 
Herty early in the morning, beld it all day, and 
at 10:57, with 53819 miles to his credit, having 
covered 107 miles during the day, he went to 
his hut for a two hours’ sleep. He was then 61g 
miles behind Albert’s record, which was 545 
miles when he retired at midnight of Friday 
im last Fevruary’s tramp fora four hours’ sleep. 
Herty went to his hut at the same time 
that Littlewood turnedin. Hethen had 525 
miles te his credit and was 1342 miles behind 
Littlewoed, a distance he will not be able to re- 
duce much to-day if, Littlewood keeps in any 
kind of condition. Herty traveled 90 miles be- 
fore he went to bed, naving taken only about 
ar hour’s rest since he went on the track at mid- 
night. Both the leaders are boeked for a two- 
hours’ sleep and a renewal of their tramp at 1 
o’clock this morning. Between that hour and 
10 o’cloek this evening Littlewood is billeted to 
do 84 miles to break the record. and the chanees 


are that ho will accompiish what he has set out i 


to do unless he breaks down. 

Of the 36 walkora who started In on the tramp 
it is expected that at least 10 will complete the 
525 miles neeessary to participate in the divi- 
sion of the gate receipts, these being Littlewood, 
Herty, Moore, Cartwright, Noremac, Hart, 
Howarth, Golden, Connor, and Mason. The 
latter of these has but 75 miles to go to do this, 
and there is no reasonable doubt but ali will get 
a share of the plums. : 

When Littlewood turned up on the track at 
1:10 yesterday morning he had two purposes in 
view. One of these was to out dewn the tive- 
mile lead which Herty, the Boston [rishwan, 
had; the other was to smash the existing record 
made by James Albert and make a new one, 
Lhe first of these purposes was the work of three 
hours and twenty minutes, and was done in as- 
cordance with a plan well lsuid and well execut- 
ed, He wus stiitt when he began his task, and 
covered his firat mile only after a deal of effort, 
fer his limbs almost refused toact. But the 
mile limbered him up so that a few minutes 
later he began to move rapidly, and then bruke 
intearun. Herty tried te keep up with him for 
atime, butatrunningthe Englishman had the 
Irishman at a decided disadvantaga, and after a 
few miles had been covered Herty, on the ad- 
vice of his trainer, gave ~ an effort that was 
exhausting him. Then Littlewood gradually 
slipped away from tho Boston Irish boy, gaining 
lap after lap with that tireless runjof bis until, at 
4:30 in the morning, Littlewood bad caught up 
with and passed him. 

At 2:02 o’clock Littlewood completed his five- 
hundredth mile. He then had Herty nine and 
@ quarter milea behind him and was himself one 
aud a half miles behind the record, whieh for 
the one hundred and tenth hour of a six-days’ 
walking maton is Fitzgerald's. Littlewooa then 
had 121 miles to go before he reached Albert’s 
record, and as he had hours to do it in he 
and his trainer, Happy Jack Smith, felt confi- 
dent that he woutd be able to aceomplish it. A 
new schedule tor work and rest was prepared 
for him, which provides for his going 622 miles 


or just one mile further than Albert did, and 


just far enough to take an additional $1,000 
rom Manager O’Brien’s pocket for beating the 
world’s record. 

Littlewood certainly looked as if he would be 
able to perform the feat his trainer set for him, 
for he was without spot or blemish of any kinda, 
moved easily ail day, ate heartily,and seemed to 
be about as well off as he was when he started 


In on his anaes Will probably be the best 


ever knowu. Ordinarily he kept up the trot 
which has been his style of moving ever since 
the race began. He took bis afternoon méal on 
the track in tne presence of some 5,000 people, 
@ third of whem were women. He ate three 
French chops, drank some coffee and beef-tea, 
and for dessert had, some ice cream, a delicacy 
which all the pedestrians seem to enjoy im- 
Inensely. His mea) was ended at 6 e'clock, at 


which hour be found that the bulletin boards 


credited him with 516 miles and Herty with 
503, the latter having finished the five hundredth 
mile of bis tramp at 5:10 P. M. 

The record of the other walkers at 6 o’clock 
was as follows: Moore, 472; Cartwright, 463; 
Noremac, 454; Hart, 447; Haworth, 445; Con- 
ner, 442; Muson, 435; Golden, 431; Campana, 
378; Taylor, 366; Elaen, 359, ana Peach, 219, 
Up to that bour Littlewood had eovered 85 
miles during the day and Herty 68.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


WESTERN RATE DISPUTES. 
CuicaGco, Ik, 


Nov. 30.—The General 
Managers of the roads in the territory of the 
Central Tratfic Association were in session to- 
day considering the proposed restoration of all 
east-bound freight rates. It was found that the 
Pennsylvania Road, which is responsible for 
the present low rate on grain from Chicago to 
the seaboard, was willing to advance the rate 
to the old-time basis provided certain conditions 
in regard to other commodities were complied 
with. Acommittee representing the principal 
roads in the territory unanimously reported in 
favor of advancing the rate on grain to 25 cents 
per 100 pounds, and therate on provisions to 30 
cents per -100 pounds, taking eff:ct Dee. 12, 
This is an advance of 5 cents on each of these 
articles and a restoration to the tariff in efiect 
prior to the domeralization. 

Atthe afternoon session, when the question 
ot restoring the rates on dressed beef and live 
stock was taken up, the old dispute over differ- 
ential rates arose and stood in the way of a set- 
tlement of the diftisulties, the Pennsylvania 
receding from the pesitien taken several months 
ago that the dilferential rate must be abolished, 
Lhe Chicago and Atlantic, the Grand Trunk, 
and the Wabash are the lines that have hereto- 
fere enjoyed the benefits of the differential 
system in respect to the dressed-beet tratlic, 
and whether they will consent to surrender 
their past privileges remains to be seen. No 
satisfactory understanding could be reached to- 
day, and the meeting finally adjourned until to- 
morrow. As someof the roads will not agree 
tu a reeteration of the rate on grain and provis- 
lons except on condition that the dresaed beef 
and live stock rates are restored at the same 
time, the result of to-merrow’s meeting will 
either bo a restoration of all east-bound rates Jr 
a failure to advanwe any of them. 

The Burlington and the Rock Tsland Roads to- 
day met the reduced passenger rates of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, selling tickets 
openly at the following figures: To Counsil 
Bluffs, $10; Omaha, $10 25; Kansas City, 

9 50; St. Paul and Minneapolis, first-class, 

8 50; second-class $7. This is going a step 

urther than the 8t. Paul road, which has made 
no reduction in 1ts first-class rate to the twin 
cities. The Chisago and Alton has adopted the 
new rate to Kansas City. 

H, A. Snyder, Through Freight Agent of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Road, who is about to 
establish an office of that company in this city, 
announced to-day that the Reading had decided 
to accept west-bound freight at the reduced 
rates. Soon after the New-York Central made 
its sweeping reduction in west-bound rates the 
Reading issued anotice to its agents ard con- 
nections to the effeet thatit would not accept 
freight at the 50-dent scheduled after Dee. 1. 
This notice ia now withdrawa, the company 
having reconsidered its decision and resolved 
to continae taking such business as way come

OPPOSED TO ELEVATOR MONOPOLIES. 

ELLENDALE, Dakota, Nov. 30.—One of ‘the 
most interesting aud impertant contests ever 
recorded relative to the shipment of grain by 
private buyers is now in -progress in Dickey 
County, and will probably come before Judge 
Ross, in this place, next week for settlement. 
Jay F. Haggerty of Monango recently built a 
warehouse on the Manitoba Company’s right of 
way at Silver Leaf after daving been refused per- 
Mhission by tho railway officials. As soon as the 
building was erected the railway company, act- 
ing in the interest of the Northwestern Elevator 
Company, which bas an clevator at Silver Leaf, 

racured an injunction restricting Haggerty 

rom using hi3s warehouse, claiming the exist- 

ence of a contract under which no other grain 
buyer could place a building on the railway 
company’s land. Hagecertyis not denied the 
right to buy and ship grain, but it is claimed 
that the elevator compauy holds the exclusive 
right to the railway company’s ground for ware- 
house purposes, 

Prior te embarking in the enterprise, Mr. Hag- 
gerty bad taken counsel regarding his right 
under the law, not only to do business as a buyer 
ani shipper of grain, but to provide himself 
with the proper facilities at the railway station 
for ¢arrying On such business. His legal advice 
is to the effect that the warehouse an@ trans- 
portation laws, together with the provisions 
under which the Railway Commissioners act, 
will enable him to buy and ship grain er other 
product on the railway company’s land at any 
station, no matter what the company’s contract 
with any other shipper may be, In other words, 
a railway company haa not the power to maintain 
or aid any shipper in maintaining a monopoly of 
the grain business, even on its own property 
or over its ownline. The full and untram- 
meled shipmert of grain, as contemplated by 
the statutes, means among other things that all 
shippers shall have’ an equal ehance for the 
convenient and economical handling of grain. 
To compel a buyer to go several rods away 
from a railway track, while another is given all 
possibie track facilities, is the very opposite of 
just dealing ana fair@gplay. Since the teutbreak 
of hostilities between the elevator companies 
and Mr. Haggerty the farmers of the neignhbdor- 
hood have ciroulated a pledge binding them- 
selves not to deliver wheat to the Northwestern 
Elevator Company. As a result Httle or no 
wheat is going to Silver Leaf. It is being 
hauled te Ellendale and Ludden, and the farm- 


ers are determined to make their fight fora 
free and open market a deelsive one.

CAPT. RAMSAY’S DENTAL. 


THE BOSTON DID NOT REFUSE HELP TO 
THE BAYTIAN REPUBLIC. 


Questions relative to the affairs at Hayti, 


in connection with the seizure of the American 
vessel Haytian Republic, were yesterday sub- 
mitted to Capt. Ramsay on board the United 
States cruiser Boston, now lying off Quaraa- 
tine, te which he replied that he made his re- 


port and forwarded it to the Navy Departments 


at Washington, and that, consequently, it would 


not be courteous or properfor him to go into de- 
taille upon the subject. He presumed, how- 
ever, that the full report would ne doubt 
be given out and made public; by the de- 
partment should it think pruper. He had 
Det seen the statements made by Gen. Marn- 
ayat in regard to the affair and was not pre- 


pared to make an answer relative tothem. When 


asked if he and Minister Thompson were refused 
tne right to board the Haytian Republic, be said 
that they were not permitted by the guard to co 
on board when they tirst wemt alongside the 
steamer, having rowed up to it in a launch, and 
that Minister Thempson complained of the 
treatment to the Captain of the Port. An order 
Was then procured and sent off immediately to 
the steamer to permit them to go on board, and 


the Haytian Government wrote a letter of apel- 
ogy to the Haytian Minister. The etticer, he 
added, who refused to let them go on beard at 
that time was punished for doing so. In reply 
to a question besring upon the manner in which 
the aytian uard acted at the time of the 
seizure, he said that he did not think their cen- 
auct was insulting, 


{n reply to & question relating to Capt, Comp- 
ton and the reault to whivh a continued re 


fusal on his part to leave the steamer was 
likely to lead, Cart. Ramsay said that be did 
not think that the Captain’s life was in any 
danger, but eould express no opinion as to what 
woulda be the result of a centimued refusal from 
him to abandon. his ship, because his opinions 
in regard to the Haytian ditliculty were ex- 
pressed in his report, consequently he could 


Dot speak of them. 
When asked if he refused to aid the Haytian 


Republic by towing her, when requested, away 
from the fever-strioken district into the outer 
harbor, he said that he did not refuse, 

he been asked to either tow _her away from that 
distriet or anywhere else. We had no conversa- 


tion or communication from Capt. Compton 
Whatsoever in regard to moving the Haytian 


Republie, and did not ask Capt. Compton if he 


took the Boston for a tugboat, as has beer as- 
serted. The officers on board the Boston would 
make no statement whatever in regard to the 
matter.

2,000,000 gallons per day at the rate of 5 cents ver 
100 cubic feet. One hundred cubic feet is equiva- 
lent to 750 galions. ‘This will apply to that village 
in perpetuity and takes effect on the completion of 
the Quaker Bridge Dam. In the meantime the 
village will take its: supply from Indian Brook, 
which is sufficient to meet all present needs. Itis 
estimated that 2,000,000 gallons a day will supply 
the wants of 40,000 people, allowing 50 gallons a 
day for each-person. ‘his rate is considered reason. 
able when it is known that New-York pays the city 
of Yonkers 13 cents per 100 cubic feet for the an- 
nexed district.

BUSINESS PRINCIPLES IN THE 

NAVY DEPARTMENT. 
TCRETARY WHITNEY IN HIS ANNUAL 
REPORT REVIEWS THE WORK DONE 

IN THK LAST TAREE YEARS. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The annual re- 
port of William C. Whitney, Secretary of the 
Navy, is made public to-day. It is a rather 
long but very interesting document, giving as 
it does a succinct history of the movement of 
the Government looking to the building of a 
new navy, and the progress which has thus far 
been made toward the accomplishment of this 
purpose. Mr. Whitney begins by stating that in 
March, 1885, the United States had no vesse) of 
war which could have kept the seas fur one 
week as against any first-rate naval power, and 
was dependent upon English manufacturers for 
the forgings of guns, for armor, and for second- 
ary batteries. The new Administration decided 
on purguing a definite policy in reference to the 
creation of its implements of war, which should 
mu«e the United States independent of all other 
countries in that regard, and the Navy Depart- 
ment has been engaged in developing such a 
policy ever since. As a first step, all purchases 
ef armor and gun stecl abroad were discontin- 
ued, and no sueh purchases have beon made 
nbroad since Maroh, 1885. As a second step, 
the wants of the departmentfor armor and gua 
steel were allowed to accumulate until con- 
tracts of some magnitude coul be offered tothe 


competition of domestic manufacturers, one 
eendition of the bidding to be the erestion of a 
plast in this country adequate to the man- 
ufacture of both armor and gun steel 
up to the highest standard of European 
requirements. This was deemed an oxperi- 
meut by the department at the time, and 
was aecompanied with great individual effort 
toward enlisting the steel! manufacturers in the 
undertaking, put roesultea suecessfully, and 
upon the lst day of June, 1887, contracts were 
entered into with the Bethichem Iron Company 
of Bethlehem, Penn., under which the United 
Btates was guarapteed that within two and one- 
half years from the date ef the contract this 
country would have within its borders @ plant 
equal to and probaoly the superior of any in the 
world fer the production of armor and the forg- 
ings for high-powered guns. This,in the judg- 
ment of the department, must be deemed to 
have been the first important step toward the 
preation of a havy modern in character. 

Secretary Whitney gives in tabular form a list 
of the nine armored Vessels thus far authorized 
py Congress 88 & beginning for the new navy 
propesed, with their measurements, strength of 
armor and battery, and their present condition, 
and says: “At the present time the conditions 
aresuch that everythipg necessary to a first- 
class fighting shiv cen be produced and tur- 
nished to the department in this country as s00n 
as in the course of construction any element or 
feature is required.” The efforts of the depart- 
ment in ship construction have necessurily, 
sinee March, 1885, beeu devoted to unarmored 
vessels, and as te these the department is able 
to report that when the ships in course of con- 
struction and those authorized shall have been 
completed the United States will rank second 
amoung the nations in the pussession of unar- 
mored cruisers, or ‘‘commerce destroyers,” hav- 
ing the highest characteristics, viz., of a size 
3,000 tens and upward, and possessing speed of 
19 knots and upward. 

The importance which has been placed upon 
this branch of naval armament will be appre- 
ciated from the statement that England and 
France possess 65 vessels of the class known as 
uuarmored cruisers. Tie attention of the world 
was attracted to the destructive effect which 
‘was produced upon the commerce of the United 
Btates by the cruisers fitted out under tne 
auspices of the Confederacy during the war of 
the rebellion. The total tonnage of the 
registered vessels of the United States had 
risou year by year until, in 1861, it amounted 
to 2,642,628 tons, and between 1861 and 18 66 
it was reduced to 1,492,926 tons, or, in other 
words, to tne point which we had reached in 
1849, from which decline we have never re- 
covered. The insurance war risk upon Almer- 
ican vessels during the war rose in exceptional 
cases to as high as 25 per cent. 

Previous to 1885 contracts entered into by 
the department for the production of power by 
machinery were for machinery that was found 
to be at least a quarter of a» century behind the 
age. Secretary Whitney found that the ma- 
chinery centracted for for the Puritan weighed 
1,260 tens, and thatit had an indisated horse 
power of 3,053, or about 242 horse power per 
ton of machinery. He cencluded, after investi- 
gation, that, according te the present condition 
of things, the machiuery of naval vessels ought 
to be so constructed as t» produce 10 horse 
power foreach ten of weight, ani it was de- 
termined to make that the staudard, and to 
enter inte no contracts that were not based sub- 
stantially on these figures. As a result all the 
contracts fer the construction of ships entered 
into since March, 1885, call for the production 
of power by machinery equal to the highest 
standards, and the department has now reached 
the point where entire reliance can be placed 
on it fer the production of war vessels eattal in 
oharacter to those of any other courtry. 

‘‘Itis gratifying to be able to report,” the 
Becretary says, that notwithstanding the ex- 
penditures for the new navy in the last three 
years, the reduction in other directions has 
made the total expenditures of the department 
less for these years than for the three years 
ending June 30, 18384, the ordinary expenses of 
the department having been reduced vver 20 
percent. The following table cives a cumpar- 
ative statement of each of the three yeare, The 
year 1884-5 is omitted, not having been wholly 
included in either Administration:

The Secretary reviews at some leugth the 
efforts which have been made for the last three 
Years to simplify, systematize, and improve 
the business methods of the department. One 
of the muin defects in the business system 
found to be in practice when Mr. Whitney toek 
charge was the havit of making oper purchasea 
by the department instead of contracting for 
the poppe. fequired. For the year ending 
June 30, 1885, the open purchases amounted 
to $841,285 84, while the purchases by con- 
tract footed up but little over $1,000,000. Un- 
der this system, where each bureau acted inde- 

ndently of th> others in its purchases and 
bought in 6Mall quantities and without com- 
petition, there had grown up around the de- 
partment a smali army of irresponcible men, 
not regular dealers in the articles required, into 
whese hands theorders would fall, The depart- 
ment was thus deprived of the security in making 
its purchases which would result from dealing 
directly with responsible and well-established 
business houses.

The naval brokers have, for the most part, dis- 
appeared, and regular responsible dealers are 
becoming more and more contractors for these 
supplies. 

A Very appreciable saving has also been made 
in the disbursements on foreign statiens. Up to 
April, 1885, the contract which the Department 
had had with Messrs. Seligman Brothers, Lon- 
don, called for the payment of 1 per cent. com- 
mission for paying drafts, and 5 per cent. inter- 
est on advances made by said firma to the Gov- 
ernment, and 4 per cont, interest tobe paid to 
the Government on daily balances of its moneys. 
The spectacle of the Government of the United 
States paying 5 per cent. intereat for meney in 
London, where private individuals were paying 
an average of not over 215 per cent., was some- 
what relicved by the fact thatit was a smal! 
sum annually. <A .change was, however, 
made in this contract April 24, 1885, 
reducing the eommissions to one-half 
of 1 per cent... and further providing 
that on daily balances the Government should 
receive the rate of interest paid by the London 
joint stock banks, and for advargtes should pay 
the rate of tne Bank of England. As money was 
lying idle in tho United Stetes Treasury, it has 
been the intention of the Department to borrow 
no money in London, but keepsufiicient there at 
all times to meet aceruing ebligationa. The at- 
tention of pay otficers abroad has been called to 
the subject of their drafts, and under the in- 
structions of the department greatly improved 
rates have been secured. By careful attention 
to these matters by the Paymaster-General the 
department is able to report that on the items 
of commission, interest, and exchange, wheroas 
a net Joss of $103,493 53 was madein the twe 
years and ten months ending April 24, 1885, for 
the three years ending June 30, 1888, a net gain 
of $703 22 was made, as follows: 
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The report gives a review of naval progress 
during the yearin the principal naval powers 
of the world, The necessity for inereased num- 
bers of fast pretected eruisers has been e1- 
Phaeized during the naval manccuvres of the 
year, and is fully recognized by-all naval 
powers. Additional attention is also being given 
to armored ressels, Which are made more neces- 
sary than everin view of the recent introdue- 
tion of high explosive projectiles, and the in- 
crease of power and rapidity of fire of improved 
guns. In England 46 protected or partially- 
protected cruisers have been built or are butid- 
ing, in France 19, in italy 13, and in Spain 6, 
England has 5 armored vessels building, France 
has 4, Italy 6, and Spain 7 The expendi- 
ture for new censtruction is estimated at 
$27,414,000 in England, and $6,629,000 in 
Italy. As regards guna the principal develep- 
meuts ofthe year have been in improved pow- 
der and projectiles, in the adoption of rapid-fire 
guns of abeut 30 to 45 pounder calibre to re- 
place the 5-inch B. L. rifle, and ip the experi- 
nents with high-explosive projactiles fired from 
high-power powder guns. ‘The greatest im- 
provement in the manufacture of gunpowder 
has been wade in Franc’ and Germany, notably 
in the former, whereby initial velocities have 
been increased to 2,400 and even 2,600 foot- 
secends with reduced powder charge, while the 
pressures are kept well within the limits re- 
quired by safety. Such an increase of velocity 
increases the energy ef the projectile of the 
6-ingh gun about 75 per cent and increases its 
ponetration from 12 to about 1512 inches in 
iren. 

The recent naval manceuvres abroai have 
shown, the Secretary thinks, that turpedo boats 
must still be regarded as most useful for coast 
aud harbor defense, Italy, France, England, 
and Germany are all building these boatspand 
the French Navy Department is also fixing its 
attention to anew type of submarine boat of 
30 tons displacement, while the Germans are 
experimenting with one offthe Nordenfeldt type, 
and the Spaniards have also recently launched 
a new type of submarine beat. No boat of this 
kind yot tried, however, can be considered as 
satisfaetory. 

The disposition of the war vessels sow in 
commission with the service done by them dur- 
ing ths year is explained in the report, and Mr. 
Whituey then presents a table showing the ap- 
propriations aaa expenditures for the current 
expenses of the Navy and Marine Corps for the 
fiscal year. The total appropriation was 
$13,089,813 04, of which thore was a balance at 
the end of the fiscal year, June 30 last, amount- 
ing to $1,222,364 95, and on Nov. 1 amounting 
to $138,843 23. Although there was an 
available balance of $#1328,84323 of the 
appropriations of 1888 for current ex- 
penses, that balance is liable to reduction 
under Various heads of minor 1 ial ab 
by the payment of outstanding llabilities 
and while it appears that the expenditures 
were kept clearly within the bounds of the ap- 
vropriatious, so far as it was within the power 
of the Secretary of the Navy to control them, a 
deficiency appropriation will be required under 
“Pay of the Navy, 1888,” in consequence of the 
increase of the pay of officers ef the navy under 
recent decisions of the Supreme Court, The 
estimates for the Navy and Marine Corps for 
the current fiseal year amounted to $23,008,- 
624 13; those for the next fiscal year amount 
to $26,767,677 74,a difference of $3,764,053 61, 
as follows:

Mr. Whitney concludes his report with brief 
summaries of the reperts of the heads of

Commodore 
Walker, chief of the Bureau of Navigation, says 
of the Naval War College, now in its fifth year, 
that it has done good work, in furnishing, in 
the shape of lectures on technical subjects, the 
result of the close application of special- 
ists having access to all of the best 
means of information to the officers of 
the navy, whose time being occupied 
by their general] duties, and who, vot having the 
necoasary facilities for reference, are prevented 
from keeping pace with the advance of the 
naval art of war. It is earnestly recommended 
that whatever changes may be made in the ad- 
ministration of the college nothing may be done 
to interrupt the attainment of its main object, 
namely, the systematic study by naval offivers 
of the practice and metheds of modern War as 
applied to the special necessities of the United 
States. 

Commander W. T. Sampson. United States 
Navy, Superintendent et the Naval Acadeny, 
gives in bis repert a résumé of the results of the 
examinations during the year, by which itis 
shown thatthe percentage of the admissions 
has been increased from 58 to 64 per cent., and 
that excellent results have attended the course 
of instruction.

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| RAILWAYS AND THEIR WARS 


REPOKT OF THE INTER-STATE 
COMMEROL COMMISSION. 
THE EVILS OF RATE CUTTING SET FORTH 
AND REMEDIAL LEGISLATION URGED 

—LONG AND SHORT HAULS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The annual re- 
port of the Inter-State Commeree Commission 
will cover about 70 pages of print, with appen- 
dices numbering about 200 pages additional. 
The report proper is new in type, and the com- 
pleted vulume will be ready for distribution in 
afew days. The followingis a summary of its 
contents; 

From the bestinformatien now available the 
railroad mileage of the country on June 30, 
1888, is estimated at 152,731, of which 2,312 
miles had been completed and brought into 
operation within the six months preceding that 
day. The ratiway construction in 1886 was 
8,471 miles, in 1887 it was 12,688 miles. The 
nuwber of corporations represented in the mile- 


age ig 1,251, but by reason of leases or other 
contract arrangements many corporations hold 
control of and operate one or more roads owned 
by other corporations, and the whole number 
making reports of operation at the date named 
was 665, 

In the section of the country north of the 
Potomac and the Ohie and east of the Missouri 
the cases in which the greater charge is made 
for the shorter transportation are few, and their 
circumstances are such that eomplaint is not 
often made that they operate oppressively. In 
July of the present year, however, the Chicago, 
St. Paul and Kansas City Railroad Company, a 
compapy having a line from Chicago to 8%. Paul 
and Minneapolis, announeed to the commis- 
sion its purpese to reduce very largely its 
rates between the termini of its road without 
reducing intermediate rates, The company 
laid down two propositions as justifying its 
action: First, its rates to intermediate stations 
were perfectly just and reasenable, and there- 
fore there was no injustice in maintaining them; 
and, second, the rates between its terminal 
points were forced down by the unfair competi- 
tion of another line, The reasoning seemed 
strong and was certainly plausible. But this 
was a State of things that, at the pleasure of the 
railroad companies acting generally, or even of 
single Companies disposed to act in shestility 
might be made to exist at any point of railroad 
connection inthe country, and if the greater 
charge on the shorter haul was admissible in 
the case under investigation the rule of the 
tourth section would beof no practical value 
whatever. Any railroad company might, by ita 
action, absolve a competitor from its obligation, 
and be absolved itself inreturn. The Legislat- 
uré never intended this consequence. It did 
not intend, as the commission belioved, that the 
carriers subject to the law should at pleasure 
thus make the rule of the statute ineffectual. 
The carrier ander investigation conformed to 
this conolasion, and graded its rates according- 
ly, and the objectionablo rates made by the car- 
rier complained of were alsv soon discontinued. 

The report takes up the subject of the effect 
of the Inter-State Commerce act upon com- 
mon carriers and says that, although seme rail- 
road managers have declared it to have had a 
damaging eifect, the commission is possessed of 
n® evidenvs showing that the general result has 
been otherwise thau beneticial. Unquestiona- 
bly, the report says, the railroad business of the 
country has suffered many and severe losses 
curing the past year, but these have not been 
due to the Inter-State Commerce act, but 
to strikes, the opening up of new roads 
which, in some cases, parallel other Jines, 
and rate wars. With reference to the 
rate wars which have taken place in the 
Northwest and among the trunk lines during 
the year, the report says: “The effect of the 
decisions of the commission has been toward an 
lmprovement in the relations betwgen the car- 
riers instead of toward the originating or inten- 
sifying of controversies. As is commonly the 
case in rate wars, the existing difticulties 
among the trunk lines had their origin in sus- 
picions on the part of the carriers, respeetively, 
that their competitors were not observing the 
open public rates, and the reductions were 
made professedly for the purpose of recovering 
the proportions of freight whieh these entering 


. Into it claimed was their due, but which they 


were net getting becauseof thesecret or unlawful 
practices of others. Eftorts of the commission 
to obtain from the parties evidence of the 
practices, they suspected have been wholly in- 
effectual, and the war of rates has proceeded 
without the possibility of any external au- 
thority interposing effectually to bring it to an 
end.” The making of unreasonably low rates, 
the repors intimates, is often for stock-jobbin 
purposes or to compel the purchase of the roa 
by competing lines. Persons having coen- 
trol ef railroads may deliberately make 
insofticient rates in the expectation 
of profits to be indirectly and improp- 
erly derived therefrom. Every case of 
rate war may be regarded as one of this char- 
acter. Present profits are sacrificed on a calcu- 
lation that by crippling a rival or forcing an 
agreement or compromise on some matter of 
contention the loss will in time be more than 
made up. In the greater majority of such cases 
the lusses are found 1m the end to exceed the 
gains, and the difficulty of getting back to rea- 
sonable rates after the war is ended is some- 
times very serious. 

The statute, in its requirement of reasonable 
and just rates, has had in view tho protection 
of the public from extortion and from unfair 
discriminations, It does not assume that ‘rail- 
road cempanies will need protection against 
their rates belug wade unreasonably low, and it 
bas not conferred upon the commission any pow- 
er to order #n increase of rates which it can see 
are not remuperative. In general, therefore, it 
may be said that railroad managers possess the 
pewer to destroy the interests not only of 
their rivale but of their own satuoekhold- 
ers if they will reeklessly make rates 
that lead to bankruptcy. Independent 
of any returns to steckholders it is 
important that rates be remunerative, because 
of the effect that insutiicient revenue may have 
upon the service performed fer the public. 
Good service and uurezsonubly low rates are 
antagonistic ideas. In view of these considera- 
tions, and otbers that might be mentioned, the 
question often becomes of high moment wheth- 
er, a8 ® broad proposition, itis wiser to meet the 
reduced rates of a competitor, or to let the busi- 
ness go. Yet the decision of this question is 
left by important lines in the hands of subordi- 
nates who apparently have no other notion upon 
the subject beyond the rule that every ent 
rate must be promptly ‘ met,’ and 
who are ready to proceed upon the idea that 
any methods of competition whatsoever which 
are deemed to yield unfair advantage are to be 
assailed and reformed by cutting rates upen 
traflic generally or upon such classes thereot as 
have been the oecasion of the unfriendly con- 
troversy. The ditticulties of the whole subject 
are freely admitted, but the mannerin which 
they are now met cannot fall te be unqualifiedly 
coudemned, Nething seems more surprising 
thau the fact that a rullroad manager who will 
neither take steps by law to put a stop to secret 
cutting of rates which he publicly oharges nor 
furnish evidence upon which others may do so, 
will nevertheless sacrifice for his shareholders 
tulllions of revenue to punish it. 

The first requisite to the establishment of 
better relations among the carriers by rail 
would seem to be # recognition on their part of 
the fact that they seem tothe public to censti- 
tute a class, with to some extent at least com- 
won interests and jikely to be controlled by the 
same motives. In all cutting of rates the party 
beginning it makes charges or insinuations 
against its competitors. The public is either 
told that the rate which is out was too bigh, and 
then the conipetitor 1s charged with intentional 
extortion, or the competitor is accused of some 
underhauded or dishonorable conduct which 
renders the cut necessary in order te teach a 
jesson or forse proper terms for future rela- 
tions. Cases have been observed of a carrier 
cutting rates very largely and proclaiming to 
the public that the reduced rates were all that 
could be justly demanded, when at the same 
time it was uppurent te all persons baving ex- 
pert knowledge that persistence iu such rates 
would lead direéetly to bankruptcy. 

Immigrant trausportation is next considered, 
and various facts stated which were developed 
upon two investigations held in New-York City, 
In view of all the circumstances the eommis- 
slon recommends: That some place of greater 
Capacity than Castle Garden be provided for 
the reception of immigrants, somewnere upon 
New-York Harbor, au island being preferable 
to the mainland for the purpose, but it be- 
ing indispensable, whatever the place se- 
lected, that it be appropriated exclusively 
to this purpeze, au that persons not 
legitimately connected with the transportation 
ef immigrants be kept away; that all regular 
lines ef interior transportation be allowed to 
have agents at the place so provided, who may 


sell tickets under regulations prescribed to. 


secure equal privileges to all and prevent 
abuses; that the payment of commissions for 
the routing of inmigrants ana for procuring the 
shipment of immigrants from foreign countries 
be deelared legal and made punishable; that 
the coumissien be authorized to prescribe fares 
fur the transportation of this class of 
pass gers, Which may be revised from 
time to time and which as fixed at any time 
shall be the regular fares not to be departed 
from by the carriers. Steady rates produeing 
reasonable revenue, and the cutting off of the 
existing drains therefrom intothe pockets of 
parties whose participation inthe business is 
narmfnland demoralizing, are believed to be 
indispensable to the due protection of this olass 
of people, and the duty of the General Govern- 
ment to them will not be fully performed until 
these things are provided for. These objects 
éaunot be fully accemplished except by the 
Federal Government taking complete control 
of the whole subject. 

The commissien believes that notice of inten- 
tion to reduce any rate whieh any carrier saub- 
jest te the act makes or joins in ought to be 
published not less than three days before the 
reduction should be given effect. The commis- 
sion alxo recommends that the carriers engaged 
independently in inter-State traffic on the 
rivera, lakes, and other navigable waters of the 
country be put, in asst to the making, pub- 
lishing and maintaining rates, upon the same 
footing with inter-State carriera by rail. It is 
believed they will be benefited rather than 
harmed thereby, aud that the excuses now 
made by carriers by rail for great disparities in 
Tates for corres ding traneportations as be- 
tween points whiob are and peints whioh are 
not pry by water cempetition would there- 
iftge extent be taken away.

Our Washington dispatches throw some 
light on Senator HaLz’s ‘“ demonstration” 
for Mr. BLAINE as chief of the Cabinet. 
Those who have watched the Senator’s 
course in the past will not be surprised to 
know that his latest manwuvre, which was 
quite extraordinary in tone and occasion, 
is not absolutely disinterested. Mr. HALE 
has grasped the axiom of politics that a 
person cannot bein two important places 
at thesame time. He does not want Mr. 
BunaINE in the Senate; therefore he is cry- 
ing aloud to have him put in the Cabinet. 
We have not the remotest 1dea whether he 
will succeed or not. .Mr. HARRISON is re- 
ported by Senator FARWELL to have said 
that he has “big ears and a small 
mouth,” and that, while he will hear 
anything that anybody chooses. to 
say, he has made and will make 
no promises. But we are inclined 
to think that Mr. HaLe can easily 
overestimate the inconvenieuces of having 
Mr. BLAINE as a colleague. That gentle- 
man was never a success in the Senate. He 
is not adapted to that body. Such influence 
as he possessed there formerly was due 
rather to his prominence outside than to 
anything he said or did in the Senate itself. 
He never was and never can be a leader in 
the Senate and he is quite incapable of 
holding with dignity any other position 
¢han that of leader. 


Whatever may be the motives of those 
who are urging Mr. BLAINE’s appointment 
to the Cabinet, Mr. HARRISON may well 


distrust their fidelity to him or to the 


party. It would be a misfortune, not to 
say a disgrace, to both to have him in 
the State Department, which is of course 
the only one for which he could be se- 
lected. His previous career in that office 
was in the last degree discreditable. He 
lacks not only the mental but the moral 
qualifications for the post. His judgment 
is rash and by no means impartial, his 
knowledge of character is fatally defective 
because of his innate preference for bad 
men; he has neither foresight, nor accurate 
knowledge, nor the capacity to use the 
abilities of others. Above all, his conduct 
is constantly governed by his conception 
of his personal or: partisan interest, and is 
liable at any important juncture to be 
marked by vacillation or cowardice or du- 
plicity. A worse representative of the 
country in its relations with other Govern- 
ments it would be difficult to discover. 
These facts must be known tothe Presi- 
flent-elect, and we cannot imagine any- 
thing that would outweigh them in the 
decision of'Mr. HAL¥’s queer proposition.

It seems that the representatives of ‘‘or- 
ganized labor” have learned something 
from the very costly experience of the last 
two or thrge years. One of them, in an in- 
terview reported in our news columns, ad- 


mits that there is little chance for the suc-’ 
cess of a “national strike” for a working 
day of eighthours. He seems to think, how-’ 


ever, that a more complete “ organization” 


strike for eight hours, assuming ten hours 
to be now universal, would be a strike for 
the same wages now paid in return for a 
product smaller by one-fifth. Any sensible 
workingman knows that there is no way 
by organization or otherwise, of working 
this miracle. In trades that are paid for 
piece work, and in which the werkers can 
regulate the length of their own day, they 
do not find it feasible to shorten their day 
by one-fifth, but men who are paid by 
the day still .fancy that they can 
do it at the expense of ‘the boss.” 
A strike for the present wages for 
one-fifth less work is the same thing as a 
strike for an advance of 20 per cent., to be 
taken out of profits. The profits do not 
amount, in ordinary business, to the sum 
thus proposed to be deducted from them. 
The boss simply cannot afford the raise, 
and “organization” will not have any effect 
in enabling him to afford it. 








The market value of the Calumet and 
Hecla Copper Mining Company’s shares fell 
50 points yesterday. So great a decline 
in the value of an active stock on the Ex- 
change in this city would be a very serious 
matter. The Boston market, however, is a 
narrow one, and, although the company in 
question is the foremost of its kind in this 
country, the public sale of its shares is 
confined to that market, and the number of 
them that change handsina day is ordi- 
narily very small. The decline was caused 
by another fire in the company’s chief 
mine. ‘the par value of the shares is $25, 
and they were sold yesterday from $305 
down to $255. If the fire shall be as disas- 
trous as that of last Fall the quantity of 
copper to be delivered to the French syndi- 
cate by the company will be temporarily 
reduced. Our dispatches indicate, how- 
ever, that it. will not be impossible to fill 
the contract from other deposits of copper 
owned by the company. If the growing 
visible supply shall suffer a slight reduc- 
tion on account of this interruption the 
syndicate will not complain. 








M. DE LESSEPS will again try to sell the 
lottery bonds that the people refused to 
buy last Summer, and to make them more 
attractive he will offer them at $65. The 
par value is $80, and 800,000 were placed 
at $72. There remain 1,200,000 unsold. 
M. DE LESSEPS will be forced to make his 
price still lower. The market value of the 
company’s capital shares is falling fast. 








The proposed Pacific cable will differ 
from ocean cables hitherto laid in being 
not a direct but a zigzag affair, with about 
half a dozen island stations between its 
continental termini. Starting from Van- 
couver, it would first go southwestward to 
the Sandwich Islands; then due south to 
Fanning Island, since this belongs to Eng- 
land; then west of south to Samoa; then a 
little south of west to the Fijis, which be- 
long to England; then nearly south to 
New-Zealand, whence a submarine cable «l- 
ready extends to Australia. In this route 
two of the stations, the Hawaiian and Sa- 
moan, would be independent territory and 
the rest British. Possibly other stations 
may be added for convenience, but there 
are no other islands near the route which 
would demand mitch consideration on com- 
mercial grounds. Even the Samoan station 
may be regarded with doubt from the recent 
German encroachments there, but it would 
beeasy to obtain the setting apart of the re- 
quired area or even a small island in the 
group, with absolute guarantee of immu- 
nity by European powers in time of war. 
The advantages of this proposed telegraphic 
communication for the British Government, 
as well as for Canada and British Columbia, 
make its early establishment probable. 








THE TRUTH ABOUT BRIBERY. 
The proposition that Congress shall in- 
vestigate the extent of bribery at the polls 
in the recent election is one worthy of 
serious attention. We should certainly not 
approve of any investigation directed to 
unsettling the title of the President-elect. 
There is no probability and hardly a possi- 
bility that clear and undisputed evidence, 
such as alone should control in a matter of 
such vital importance, could be obtained 
as to facts that would justify any form-- 
al action or even any formal consid- 
eration of that question. We had in 
1876-7 a case of that sort, in which the 
tribunal was made up of members of as 
much probity and authority as any that 
could be had in the land, but though their 
judgment was accepted in all its conse- 
quences, it would be folly to say that it was 
conclusive as to the popular mind. In 
the present instance no better tribunal 
could be obtained, but by limiting the 
investigation to the crime itseJf, and keep- 
ing in view simply the object of discover- 
ing how to repress and avoid the crime 
in the future, there is no doubt that a great 
deal of benefit would be got. It may be 
said that if bribery were committed those 
who profited by it should suffer, bul in this 
instance two facts make it impracticable to 
apply that principle; one is that unfortu- 
nately the bribery was not confined to 
either of the chief political parties, and the 
other is that while it might be entirely 
feasible to secure evidence establishing be- 
yond all reasonable doubt the practice of 
bribery and throwing light on the remedies 
for it, it would be entirely impossible to 
get satisfactory evidence showing definitely 
the number of votes bought and the exact 
influence upon the result. Any attempt to 
bring the result into question would there- 
fore be ill advised, fruitless of good, and, 
by exciting partisan feeling, would in all 
probability defeat the object of the investi- 
gation so far as remedial and reforming 
legislation is concerned. : 
With this reservation, or limitation, kept 
steadily in view, we are confident that an 
investigation would be both practicable 
and desirable. It is needless to say that it 
should not be a partisan investigation, di- 
rected to the sins of one party. We are 
aware that the difficulties in the way of 
getting any other are extremely great, and 
may prove insuperable. But they ought 
not to beso. An ordinary committee of the 
House, with a majority of Democrats and a 
minority of Republicans, would be almost 
sure to result in two reports, one offsetting 
the other, belittling or denying the evi- 





might achieve success, In fact, a national 4 dence of the other, and raided ite con- 
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clusions. Even such a result, however, would 
not be without its value. It would bring 
out a certain amount of truth that would 
make an impression upon the public mind. 
Probably a considerable portion of the peo- 
ple would be inclined to think that what 
each party said of the other was true, and 
thatif the pot called the kettle black, and 
vice versd, it was probable that both were so 
black that a good cleaning all around 
would be to the public advantage. Sucha 
conclusion would not be far from correct, 
and if it turned popular interest in the 
direction of a practical reform the main 
object would have been attained. But 
there is really no reason why the investi- 
gating committee should be of this charac- 
ter. It ought to be quite possible to provide 
for a joint committee of the House and 
Senate in which the two parties should be 
equally represented, and which would be 
as free from partisan bias as is possible,for 
any committee of the kind. Sucha com- 
mittee could undoubtedly command very 
general public confidence, and its findings 
as well as its recommendations would be 
received with serious consideration. 

If such an arrangement be found imprac- 
ticable, then we still believe that an investi- 
gation by the House would be a good 
measure. Thenature of the evidence llkely 
to be obtained should, of course, be very 
carefully considered. Butif the two Sena- 
tors who on the one hand and on the other 
presided over the recent campaign were put 
under oath, if they and their associates and 
subordinates were thoroughly questioned 
and cross-questioned with a view to getting 
at the specific facts in their possession, it is 
very probable that there would be disclosed 
clues that; if properly followed up, would 
bring a great deal of truth tolight. That 
an enormous amount of money was spent 
this year is certain, that much of it went 
in the direction indicated by Treasurer 
DupDLEY’s letter is equally certain, and 
that some of it wentin the same direction 
under Democratic guidance and instruction 
is not lessso. It is, as we have pointed out, 
of much less consequence to determine who 
did the most bribing or profited most by it, 
than to fix inthe public mind clearly, andin 
such a way as to incline it to act, the fact 
of extensive bribery. Then will follow 
naturally the question of remedy and pre- 
vention. We have no hesitation in saying 
that this question is entirely capable of a 
thoroughly good answer. It is to be found 
in the system proposed by the Ballot Re- 
form act in this State. Probably such legis- 
lation should proceed so far as possible from 
the States, but'it must be remembered that 
it is quite within the province of Congress 
to legislate upon the subject if necessary. 
If the States should omit to act, it-would be 
the clear duty of Congress todo so. The 
first thing required is to ‘“‘turn on the 
lights.” 








MR. DEPEW’S WARNING. 

Ordinarily nobody need pay much atten- 
tion to the performances of Col. SHEPARD’S 
evening newspaper. In his issue of yesterday, 
forinstance, the Colonel called out the troops 
to put down certain Democratic conspira- 
tors who are trving to steal Congressional 
seats in West Virginia, North Carolina, and 
Louisiana. ‘“‘The next war,” says the 
Colonel, ‘‘ will not be begun by the South. 
It will come from the North. The clash of 
resounding arms that will next be heard 
will come from the weapons of hundreds of 
thousands of loyal Northern men who will 
not permit the stealing of their birthright.” 
Although “the country isin danger” Col. 
SHEPARD is calm. He owns that he is 
‘speaking soberly,” though many, not 
knowing his orderly walk, will surely 
accuse him of alcoholic excess and declare 
that his liquor has got into his language. It 
is evidently true that. the Colonel was, as 
he says, “in terrible earnest” when he 
wrote this declaration of war. No editor, 
though quite new to the business, would 
write such an article as a joke. 

But the war excitement will not be felt 
outside the bosom, or at furthest outside 
the office, of Col. SHEPARD. There is an- 
other article in last evening’s Mail and Ex- 
press, however, that wiil attract some at- 
tention—much more than the bellicose and 
silly stuff we have teferred to. Itis here 
reprinted: 

“Gen. HUSTED Claims fifty-six votes in caucus, 
and FREMONT COLE claims forty-seven, and as 
there are only eighty in all, some must be 
claimed by both sides, or one side is mistaken 
or both sides are, or all these propositions may 
be true. Written pledges made before Thanks- 
giving are often unreliable before Christmas 
and dead as corpses by New Year. Still, the 
Speakership will be alive—and we advise mem- 
bers pot to be too hasty, nor too certain.” 

Politicians will accept this as Mr. CHAUN- 
cEY M. DEPEW’s warning to members of 
the Assembly not ‘‘to f+ too hasty” in mak- 
ing pledges to Mr. COLE, which they may be 
compelled to break at the dictation of the 
superior powers of State politics. It is true 
that Mr. Coz has 47 votes pledged to him. 
The pledges are such as honorable men 
would faithfully keep—indeed, there is a 
certain dishonor in asking men to break 
such pledges. But honor is not a strong 
point with the politicians of either party in 
this State, and Mr. CoLE must expect to 
see his lines assailed and his supporters 
tempted, exhorted, and even commanded 
to break faith with him. It is understood 
that Mr. DEPEW wants Gen. HUSTED to be 
Speaker. It is known that the insurance 
companies want him very much, and do 
not want FREMONT CoLE. The opposition 
to Mr. COLE will shortly show itself. The 
warning in Col. SHEPARD’sS newspaper is 
the first open intimation that it is to take 
the field. 

We shall presently see the interests of 
politicians and corporations arrayed against 
the interests of the known wishes of the 
people of the State. FREMONT COLE is 
known to be thoroughly upright and unas- 
sailable. His election as Speaker is desired 
by honest Republicans and Democrats 
alike. It is desired and at present intended 
by amajority of theelected Republican mem- 
bers of the Assembly. Hustrep is HusTeD, 
and there is hardly a voter in the State so 
ignorant as not to know what sort of 
Speaker he would make, and how every lob- 
byist, tricky politician, and promoter of 
jobs would rejoice if he were chosen in- 
stead of CoLz. It will be interesting to ob- 
serve not only the outcome of the contest, 





but how the Republicans of the State will 1 readily enough find that the natives will | 





behave toward the political schemers who 
are trying to cheat them. 


OUR NAVY. 

The annual report of Secretary WHITNEY 
this year naturally sums up in brief what 
has been accomplished during his term of 
administration, of which only about three 
months remain. It is simple justice to say 
that he has amply fulfilled the high ex- 
pectations formed of his supervision of the 
Navy Department. He has introduced busi- 
ness methods where they were greatly 
needed, the reorganization of the Bureau 
of Provisions and Clothing under the Pay- 
master-General, the new system of purchas- 
ing and distributing supplies, and the 
new bookkeeping regulations being con- 
spicuous examples of this. He has 
vigorously attacked the frauds of the 
navy yards and the misuse of the 
power of foremen and others for political 
purposes. As one of the earliest of his acts 
was the investigation of the Mare Island 
abuses, so among his latest is the ferreting 
out of frauds at the Brooklyn yard. But 
the service by which he will be chiefly re- 
membered relates to the construction of the 
new fleet. The’ contrast presented in his 
report between the navy as it was on 
March 4, 1885, and asit will be on March 
4, 1889, gives a clear idea of what has been 
accomplished by the diligent and well-di- 
rected labor of four years. 


The making of a new steel fleet had in- 
deed been undertaken before Mr. WHITNEY 
came iuto office; but the spirit which he 
has infused into this task is shown by the 
raising of the standard of speed from 14, 
15, and 16 knots to 18, 19, and 20. The 
vessels now building are among the fore- 
most of the world’s fast cruisers. In addi- 
tion, the important work of constructing 
armored battle ships has been initiated, and 
two of this class are now building, while, a 
third and larger one is authorized. The 
variety of types to which the Secretary has 
given attention shows his willingness to 
welcome whatever is good of its kind. 
These vessels not only include fast un- 
armored cruisers of various models and 
classes, from 2,000 tons displacement up to 
5,200, but two classes of gunboats, an ar- 
mored cruiser, an armored battle ship, a ves- 
sel provided with the pneumatic dynamite 
tube, a harbor-defense vessel of a novel 
type, torpedo boats, and even submarine 
boats. 


Secretary WHITNEY has also founded a 
naval ordnance yard at Washington, for 
finishing heavy guns, and has given out con- 
tracts resulting in the establishment of a 
great steel plant, from which will be turned 
out forgings for heavier guns than have 
ever yet been attempted in this country, 
besides plates stout enough for the heaviest 
iron-clads we can build. At the same time 
a welcome has been extended to the manu- 
facturers of steel-cast guns, and two of these 
will soon be tried, in order to compare them 
with the built-up guns. Of the latter scores 
have been manufactured, from the’6-inch 
to the 10-inch, while still larger calibres 
will duly be completed. No better evidence 
could be adduced of the confidence inspired 
by Secretary WuITNEY’s work than the 
liberal appropriations of Congress intrusted 
to hisuse. The influence of his enterprise 
has also been felt in the army, where of late 
new projects in gun building and in the ar- 
mament of forts have been taken up. 

Our navy of to-day shows the effect of this 
combination of liberality, enterprise, busi- 
ness methods, and freedom from the domina- 
tion of cliques and prejudices in construc- 
tion. The determination to get the best ideas 
and experience for the use of our navy was 
shown in drawing upon the designing tal- 
ent of other nations, at the risk of narrow- 
minded criticism. The current report 
shows that now ‘‘everything necessary to 
a first-class fighting ship can be produced 
and furnished to the department in this 
country as soon as required,” while as to 
unarmored cruisers, when those now build- 
ing and authorized have been completed 
“the United States will rank second among 
the nations in this particular.” Yet 
there is no doubt that Congress will 
continue the construction of the new fleet 
under the next Secretary, whoever he may 
be, thus aiming to regain for our flag the 
naval prestige it once had. Mr. WHITNEY 
does not hesitate to say that the contracts 
entered into by him ‘call for the produc- 
tion of power by machinery equal to the 
highest standards,” and that now we can 
build vessels equal in efficiency to those of 
any nation. The change wrought in a few 
years in this respect has been wonderful; 
yet the Secretary’s figures indicate that in 
spite of the large expenditures for construc- 
tion in the last three years the total expend- 
itures of the department were more than 
$1,000,000 less than for the three years end- 
ing June 30, 1884, because the ordinary ex- 
penses were reduced by more than one-fifth. 
Itis clear that the worst days of the navy 
are over and that its prospects are now 
bright. 


THE REPUBLIC OF HAYTI. 

The story told by the officers and crew 
of the steamer Haytian Republic must have 
convinced everybody who has read it that 
it is high time something were done to keep 
in better order the Government of Hayti, if 
Hayti can be said to have any Government. 
For a good many years it has been increas- 
ingly manifest that ‘TOUSSAINT L’OUVER- 
TURE, great as were his personal merits and 
resources, no more “founded a nation” than 
JEFFERSON Davis did. The republic of 
freedmen has not been a more successful 
experiment than the oligarchy of slave- 
holders. The reports of all travelers who 


venture to land in Hayti, and it is really a 


venturesome undertaking, are to the effect 
that this part of the island has relapsed 
into African savagery, and there is reason 
to believe that every horror of that sav- 
agery, including cannibalism itself, has 
been revived. This would not necessarily 
concern us, though it really concerns civ- 
ilization that one of the richest and most 
fertile islands on the globe should be made 
to yield its treasures for the use of man- 
kind. Any real developmeut of the re- 
sources of Hayti is out of the question 
under the present conditions. The natives 
have not the capital for this purpose, and 
foreigners who would supply the capital 





not supply even labor nor the native Gov- 
ernment protection. The blight that has 
fallen upon nearly all the West India 
islands under European control by reason 
of the competition of beet-root sugar with 
that made from the cane has not affected 
Hayti, for neither the sugar industry nor 
any other has been systematically pursued 
there since the island was given over to the 
blacks. What would make Hayti of imme- 
diate commercial importance, if it were a 
civilized country or an unoccupied coun- 
try, are its natural products, especially its 
timber. 

As a matter of fact, the commerce of 
Hayti is contemptible, considering its popu- 
lation, to say nothing of its resources. 
Nevertheless it exists, and it was in carry- 
ing on this lawful trade that the Haytian 
Republic was seized and her officers and 
crew subjected to outrageous indignities. 
According to the story of her people, she 
was seized for violating a blockade that 
had been proclaimed in the course of one of 
those squabbles between greedy negroes of 
which the political history of the republic 
consists, and was condemned in consequence 
of the interference of the French and Span- 
ish Consuls. 

If this be true, our Government has some- 
thing tangible to go upon, and some re- 
sponsible power to appeal to. It is evi- 
dently of importance, if we are to have 
any commercial relations with Hayti at all, 
that the Government of the island should 
be given to understand that the American 
flag is not to be insulted nor American citi- 
zens plundered and imprisoned with im- 
punity. For years travelers have reported 
that it was unsafe even to go ashore at 
Port au Prince, and little short of suicidal 
folly to go into the interior of the country. 
A Government that cannot protect its 
own subjects is not to be blamed for failing 
to protect foreigners. But it is answerable 
for acts committed under its own authority, 
and the seizure of ‘the Haytian Republic, if 
the story of her officers is sustained, cer- 
tainly furnishes a case for decided action 
on the part of our Government. 

Gen. GRANT’S well-meant but ill-starred 
commission to Samana Bay was undertaken 
in conformity with a general belief that 
something should be done on our part to take 
advantage of the commercial possibilities of 
San Domingo. But, after all, the eastern 
end of the island, in its present condition, is 
by nomeans so much of a scandal to man- 
kind as the Western end, which comprises 
the republic of Hayti. We haveno occasion 
to join a league of European powers 
for. the purpose of keeping the peace 
in Hayti. It seems, indeed, that in 
this instance two European powers ap- 
peared as disturbers of the peace. But 
it is distinctly our business to institute 
an inquiry into the seizure of the Haytian 
Republic, and if the facts are as they are re- 
ported to be, to exact ‘‘indemnity for the 
past and security for the future.” If in the 
course of this transaction we find ourselves 
in a position to abate the scandal which the 
present state of affairs in Hayti constitutes, 
all the better for us and for mankind. 





A RUSSIAN LOAN. 

The report from St. Petersburg that the 
ukase referring to the new loan expressly 
fixes a rate of exchange at which interest 
may be paid in American dollars, indicates 
a@ curious ignorance in Russia concerning 
the attitude of American financiers toward 
such investments, and, at the same time, 
is additional proof that Russian credit is 
almost hopelessly weak in the loaning 
centres of Europe. For a long time Russia 
has been trying to borrow large sums of 
money from the great Continental bankers. 
At the time of BISMARCK’s memorable raid 
on Russian securities, which was caused in 
part by Russia’s new hostile tariffs, and in 
part by a desire to withhold from the Czar 
the sinews of war, the Berlin bankers and 
their allies in certain other cities declined 
to negotiate a Russian loan for any sum. 
About three weeks ago it was announced 
that Russia had at last closed a contract 
with bankers in Paris and London 
for a loan of $100,000,000. A few 
days later it was reported that the 
money was to be raised in Paris by the 
Banque de Paris et des Pays Bas, the 
Crédit Lyonnais, and the Banque d’Es- 
compte. Thereupon the semi-official press 
of Germany began to urge that no part of 
the loan should be German money, and to 
repeat the warnings that were so effective 
last Winter. It was stated that the loan 
would be issued on Dec. 7, and at last ac- 
counts the Germans were bearing the mar- 
ket by both long and shortsales of all kinds 
of Russian securities, while the French 
were buying as blindly as for years they 
have bought the obligations of the Panama 
Canal Company. The ukase provides for a 
loan of only 125,000,000 rubles, and it is 
not clear whether it refers to the proposed 
Paris loan or to an additional one. 

It may be that the present political con- 
dition of France has retarded the nego- 
tiations recently reported. If Russia can- 
not borrow in France she will not, in all 
probability, be able to borrow in any coun- 
try on the other side of the Atlantic. In any 
event, her alleged belief or hope that she 
can obtain money here is simply ridiculous. 
Even if our people were inthe habit of in- 
vesting in the loans of European Govern- 
ments they would not subscribe to loans 
that have been rejected by the world’s great- 
est bankers. They are familiar with the 
deplorable condition of Russia, and are not 
ignorant of the international complications 
that threaten to drive Russia even nearer 
to bankruptcy than she is at present. But 
the negotiation of a loan for any European 
Government in the United States would be 
a new departure, and no one who is ac- 
quainted with this country could suppose 
that Russia would be chosen for the experi- 
ment. 

This curious report from St. Petersburg 
recalls the provision made by the Panama 
Canal Company for the reception of sub- 
scriptions in the United States. The com- 
pany appointed an ‘‘ American Committee.” 
It agreed to pay to this committee $620,- 
000 soon after the organization of the com- 
pany, $280,000 one year later, and $300,- 
000 per annum for five years thereafter. 
It also agreed to pay the Chairman of the 
committee $25,000 a year.

“LOHENGRIN” ONCE AGAIN. 

The Metropolitan Opera House last evene 
ing contained an audience whose size and 
enthusiasm showed that, instead of diminishing 
the public love for that admirable work of 
Musico-dramatic art, Richard Wagner's “ Lohen- 
grin” is continually growing. The perform- 
ance was somewhat uneven, but on the whole 
was commendable, Three more members of 
the cempany were heard for the first time, and 
of these one made a distinotly favorable im- 
pression. This was Friiulein Bettaque, who 
sang the réle of Elsa. This vocalist is blessed 
with a prepossessing appearance and a figure 
which does not require an over-exertion of the 
imagination to reduce its proportions to peetie 
limits. In addition to this Friiulein Bettaque 
is graceful, and has an easy way of 
falling into picturesque poses. Her demeanor 
is, perhaps, not suggestive of any un- 
fathomable depths of feeling, but her action is 
appropriate, and to a certain extent significant. 
She isa good singer. Her voice is around and 


Tesonant soprano, of excelleat quality and saf- 
floent volume tu fill the Opera House. Her 
phrasing last evening was rather too short to 
preserve a good fluency of delivery, but her

amount of ability as Herr 
Joseph Beck appeared in America for 
the first time as the Herald. His voice 
seems tobe much worn, and his singing of the 
musiv was witheut color, though his method is 
not baud. Herr Grinauer made a mueh more fa- 
vorable impression as Telramund than he did as 
De Nevus. His voice was in better condition, 
and though 1t is not an organ of the first quality, 
it has some effective notes. He acted the part 
with a fine display of sincerity, but with a tend- 
ency to exaggeration of gesture at times. Herr 
Alvary reappeared and was warmly welcomed 
as Lohengrin. His voice was somewhat cloudy 
in the opening measures, but soon cleared up and 
was heard to advantage. Herr Fischer sang King 
Henry, and it need only be said that the per- 
formance was worthy of the artist. The chorus 
was in better form last eyening than tne open- 
ing night and discharged its duties in a satis- 
factory manner. The orchestra deserves warm 
praise for its brilliant and expressive treatment 
of the superb score.

LAKE NAVIGATION COLOSED. 


THE END OF A VERY GOOD SEASON 
FOR iFrSURANCE MEN. 

CuicaGo, Noy, 30.—Navigation on the 
lakes practically closed at noon to-day. so far 
as the insurance companies are concerned, and 
all vessels going out from now until the passage 
through the straits is barred by ice do so under 
a penalty of a 20 percent. increase in insurance 
every five days. Not many véssels will venture 
out from this port, the lastline steamer clear- 
ing to-day. ‘There are 20 vessels yet to arrive, 
most of them being expected to reach port 
within the next four days, and they will winter 
here. 


The season just closed has been remarkable 
for the small losses sustained by vessel owners, 


There have been fewer wrecks and total losses 
than ever before, a fact that has enabled the 
hull and cargo underwriters to show a larger 
profit on the season than ever before. While 
there has been a vast increase in the amount of 
tonnage on the lakes the risk has been iightered 
very muob by the superior quality of the crart. 
First-class steamers of large tonnage 
have taken the place of the wooden sail- 
ing vessels, and more caution and better 
kuowledge of vavigation has been exhibited in 
sailiag the lakes, so thatthe risk of ioss has 
been reduced to the minimum. Over 50 new 
vessels were launched this year, a large propor- 
tion being steam vessels of iron and suppliied 
with best machinery and appliances for speed 
and safety. Inthe shipbuilding yards around 
the lakes there are already on the stocks or 

lanned, upward of 30 vessels, not less than 

5 of which are steamers of more than 2,000 
tons burden and a majority of which will be 
afloat early next season. 

Grain rates have ruled lower this year than 
for several seasons, but they have been steady 
and vessel room has been in demand. The iron 
trade nas also kept @ large fleet in operation, 
the mills requiring all the ore that could be 
supplied in order to fill orders. The line boats 
have experienced a steady inorease in the ship- 
ment of package freight, and several of the 
large transportation companies have added te 
their fleet by the launching of heavy tonnage 
— far outclassing anything heretofera 

ult.

MINNEAPOLIS WHRAT MARKET. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 30.,—The de- 
pression in speculative markets put a damper 
on the buyers of milling wheat and sampleg dis. 
played on the tables went begging for pur- 
chasers in the first hour. Some inquiry was de- 
veloped Jater, but with most of the local millera 
out of the market, owing to the shutting dowu 
of many of the mills, there was not an extén- 
sive inquiry to be filled up. Concessions were 
offered by sellers, but noone seemed to bein 
very great need of grain. The trade generally 
believed in higher prices in the end, but thought 
the market had advanced faster than had been 
desired by the powers behind a bull deal 
that had undoubtedly been begun. Believing so, 
they were more active buyers on declines thau 
sellers on Duiges. There was some wheat 
offered by elevator companies that make it a 
rule to sell against their country holdings. 
Sellers for purely speculative purposes were 
scarce and the short interest was feeling for 
weak spots to Duy on. Reports from the coun- 
try were plentiful that the farmers’ free move- 
ment has generally ceased and more of the 
couptry elevators have been closed indefinitely. 
Flour was not selling and there was nothing in 
the consumptive Movement of wheat to eucour- 
age firmness. But as the free movement of 
wheatin the Northwest encouraged selling a 
few days ago, the cessation of it encouraged 
buying at the late decline. This market wus 
well supplied all day and did not yield to the 
break in Chieago, and that market later op 
swung into line and advanced agains

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TO DISPLACE THE KNIGHTS 


DISSATISFIED WORKMEN TO 
FORM A NEW BODY. 
®POWDERLY’S AUTOCRACY AND INJUS- 
TICE TO ASSEMBLIES AND  INDI- 

VIDUALS THE CAUSE. 

The leaven of disintegration in the order 

of the Knights of Labor has been strengthened 
by the injustice to individuals, local and dis- 
trict assemblies, and the introduotion of the 
‘system of autocracy in the person of T. V. 
Powderly, the General Master Workman. The 
leaven will ferment and froth until the mass 
will become sour. T. B. Barry has gone home 
to prepare a thorough exposure of the rotten- 
ness and corruption of the General Kxeoutive 
Board during the time that he was a member, 
and will afterward start on a tourof working 
up a new workingmen’s organization. Other 
disgusted delegates have already begun the 
work of a secret propaganda against Powderly, 
his cabinet, and the entire ring that supports 
him. Even James E. Quinn is displeased with 
Powderly, because he would net allow his 
friend Turner to be elected General Secretary 
Treasurer. 

David J. Naughton, Philip MoGrath, and 
‘George W. Dunn, who had gone to Indianapolis 
from the anti-Quinn faction of District Assem- 
bly No. 49, but who were not allowed seats in 


the General Assembly, were seen last evening. 
.Tney said that they did not expect that the Gen- 
eral Assembly, most of the members of which 
were simply Powderly’s henchmen, would do 
justice 10 the Knights whom they represented, 
although when they showed Powderly the pro- 
posal for a compromise that they had offered to 
the Quinnites he replied: “It must go through 
the peral Assembly.” The offer proposed 
that allthe local scsombiien = nen — _ 
ded during tbe factiona t reinsta 
aot none of the principal officials of Ne. 49 
should be eligible for two years. Many of the 
delegates were 30 pleased with the offer that 
they promised the anti-Quinnites their support, 
but they did not keep their word, 

What were they going to do about it? They 
would fight and work. They have not been idis 
since their return frem Indianapolis, for they 
have been able to form the nacieus of a new or- 
ganization. Whether it would be a secret socle- 
ty like the Knights of Labor, or an open union, 
it was too early to say, but the promoters of the 
new scheme would not affiliate with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, because they had no 
faith in its leading men. 

Wiliam Reed. = . ther of the delegates of the 
anti-Quinn fe situ to the General Assembly, 
thinks that cae order is doomed to ruin. The 
General Assembly that has just adjourned was q 
a Powderly convention all through, aud the 
means he took to secure such a body of men are 
well known. Both Powderly and many o7 the 
delegates had acknowledged the justice of the 
anti-Quinnites’ cause, aud had faithfully prom- 
ised to sustain them in the convention. 

Could Mr. Reed guess what it was that caused 
Powderly and his men to violate their pledges? 
Mr. Reed deliberated for a few seconds, and 
then remarked: ** Perhaps it was a remark that 
Pureell made to the correspondent of a New- 
York paper who asked him for his opinion of 
the future of the order. Mr. Purcell, in his 
answer, said what he belisved to be true—that 
the order was deomed on account of Powderly’s 
dictaterial action—and perhaps i¢ was this hon- 
est expression of opinion that kept the anti- 
Quinnites out. Had he said flattering things 
about Powderly and his supporters those men 
mighé have forced Qainn and his gang to ac- 
cept the proposal of the anti-Quinnites, 

Powderly ia the absolute autocrat no 
one will question. Should the General Execu- 
tive oppose him, Mr. Reed believes that 
he could and woald expel any one of its num- 
ber that wowld dare to assert himself. He ex- 

elled f. B. Barry from the General Executive 
Soot before he was clothed with autocratic 
power, and that Im spite of the written constitu- 
tion of the order, which provides that a Knight 
must be tried before the court of his local as- 
sembly. 

The men who have thus far supported Pow- 
derly will continue to support him, even if he 
sho be proved guilty of violating all the com- 
mandments. Itis not because they are ignorant 
or fapatic They are neither the ene nor the 
other. They are simply politicians, and as long 
as thay know that he has the disposing of much 
patronage that meludes salaries to the amount 
ot $49,000 they will stand by him. Those peo- 
ple never had large salaries and they will be 
content with a few morsels. As to whether 
money will keep coming into the treasury is an- 
other question, and Mr. Reed believed that there 
would be a great failing off. 

What the dissatisfied Knights willdo was 
not an easy question to answer. Only time 
would show. r. Reed had no faith in the 
American Federation of Labor, and he doubted 
whether Barry’s movement would succeed. A 
careful canvass would first have to be made 
among dissatisfied members, and a new organi- 
zation wonld develop very slowly, if at all. A 
secret laber organization on a large scale was 
hardly practicable, as has been seen with the 
Xnights of Labor, for as soon as # body of work- 
yuen becomes large its members will talk and 

he proceedings be published. 











A RAILWAY RATE DECISION, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, by Commissioner Mor- 
rison, to-day rondered a decision in the case of 
the New-Orlcans Cotton Exchange against the 


Cincinnati, New-Orleans and Texas Rallway 
Company and others. The commissiou holds 
as follows: 


I. To correctly estimate the causes influencing 
the movement of cotton and the falling off in the 

roportion of the crop received at New-Urleans in 

ecent years, the rail lines of trauspertation con- 

trac improved methods, and new conditions 
must be taken into accountage. 

1. Whether railroad companies combine or act 
separately in making rates and charges is not so 
important. Tho essential requirement is that, how- 
ever made, they shall be reasonable of themselves 
and so fairly adjusted as to be reasonable in their 
relations to each other anid in their results. 

IiL That under like conditions freight can be 
carried proportionately lower for lovg than for 
short distances is as hearly settled as anything re- 
lating to railroad charges can be. Equal mileage 
Tates would often prevent legitimate competition 
and give a menopoly in transportation to the best 
and shortest road. 

IV. The reasonableness of rates cannot be fairiy 
determined in a proceeding to which some of the 
parties responsible for such rates are not parties. 

V. Commerce between ints in the same State, 
but which in being carried from one place to the 
other passes through another State is inter-State 
commerce and subject te regulation by the provis- 
ions of the act to reguiate commerce. 

Vi. In determining what are reasonable rates, 
the fact that a road earns little more than operating 
expenses is not to be overlooked, but it cannot be 
made to justify grossly excessive rates. Wherever 
there afe more roads than the business at their 
Tates will remunerate, they must rely upon future 
earnings for the return of investment and profits. 

VIL. Te be reasonabie the rate from Meridian to 
Wew-Orleans should not exceed $1 50 per bale com- 
pressed cotton.

BLAINE AND QUAY EXPECTED—HOME 
RULE FOR THE TERRITORIES, — 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 30.—A note left at 
one of the hotels to-day for Walker Blaine 
started the gessips to speculating on the prob- 
able presence of that gentleman in the city. 
The statement later on that James G. Blaine 
was coming herein twoor three days gave ad- 
ditional interest to the talk of his visiting Gen. 
Harrison, but if his son had been er is in the 
city the reporters could not find any trace of 


him. There is a chance, too, of Sepator Quay 
being here on Monday. 

Outside of this bit of gossip the only other 
item of consideration about the I ‘arrison resi- 
dence to-day was ajcall on the President-elect from 
J. W. Dwyer of Now-Mexico. His purpose was 
to ascertain if, in accordance with the promises 
ef the Republican = national platform, the 
people of the Territories would, under the new 
Administration, be given what they call ‘home 
rule;” thatin, that the Territorial etticers appoint- 
ed by the President shall be chosen from among 
citizens of the Territory, instead of being sent 
there trom the States, with no knowledxe of the 
people or the country. “Previous national 
platforms,” said Mr. Dwyer, “have prem- 
ised the Territories home rule, but it has 
never been given them. It has been the 
custom to send broken-down politicians from 
the States to govern us, and we havo no bome 
administration except through county officers 
and our Legislature. It is very unsatisfactory. 
There has not been $100,000 invested in New- 
Mexico land within the last three years, and 
itis doubtfulif the population is as large now 
as it was three years ago. It will require many 
years for the Territory to recover from the 
damage they have done it. There Bas also been 
an effort to disgrace as many of the citizens as 
possible, Five hundred of them were indicted 
on the charge of committing land frauds, and 
afterward 300 of* the cases were nolled, 200 
were tried, and only 1 of the num- 
ber was convicted. He was not found 
guilty of the land fraud but of 
having been implicated in the conspiracy to 
steal the bedy of Lincoln. In the prosecution 
it was charged that he had proved a land claim 
on 160 acres, not for his own use, but for the 
_—— of selling it, which is against the law. 

e introduced evidence proving thathe did use

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EDUCATING THE BODY, 


LISTENING TO PAPERS READ BEFORE 
THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION. 

The American” Ass@ciation for the Ad- 
vancement of Physical Education beld its 
fourth annual meeting yesterday afternoon at 
Borkeley Lyceum, 19 West Forty-fourth-street, 
with President William Blaikie in the chair. 
The little theatre of the Lyceum was filled with 
prominent ladies and gentlemen from all parts 
of the country. Among them were Dr. Edward 
Hitchcook of Amherst College, Dr. H. M. 
Starkloff, President of the North Amer- 
can Turnerbund; Dr. H. D. Wey of the State 


Reformatory at Elmira, Dr. J. W. Seaver of 
Yale, George D. Stanley of Easton, Penn., Dr. 
L. M. Holbrook of the Women’s Medical College 
of this oity, W. A. Brown of Harrisburg, Penn., 
Dr. J. 8. White, President of the Berkeley 
Lyceum; Dr. D, A. Sargent of Harvard, L. H. 
Betts of Cambridge, Mass., Dr. Fremont Swaym 
of Indianapolis, Mjsa H. ©. Putnam of Vassar 
College, Prof. £.°L.: Richards of New-Haven, 
Miss L. A. Bangs, Miss M. A. Requa, H. B.

After the dismissal of the usual routine busi- 
hess and the election of 47 new members Prest- 
dent Blaikie reviewed the work of the organiza- 
tion, dwelling especially upon the increased in- 
terest whichis everywhere being shown in it. 
Perhaps the most interesting paper of the ses- 
sion was that upon ‘The Training of Dullards,” 
read by Dr. Wey, who for two years bas been 
experimenting upon a number of the inmates 
of the State Reformatory with the hope of 
improving their physical condition. His tirst at- 
tempt, which proved most suecessful, was with a 
class of 50 men ranging in their ages from 19 
to 23. After putting them through a five 
months’ course of sprouts, consisting of numer- 
ous baths, kneading of the muscles at the hands 
of a professional trainer, calisthenics, and light 
dumb-bell exercise, and the simpler military 
manceuvres of marching, &o, the result was 
astonishing. The condition of the men seemed 
vastly improved not only ce peghewmnny d but moral- 
ly. They went back to their work in the shops 
of the Reformatory with an energy and interest 
which astounded their companions and keepers 
ae well. Dr. Wey thinks that a similar course 
of training should be a part of the routine of all 
institutions of the sort. 

The other papers were read by Dr. J. G. 
Smith upon “The Use of the Sphigmograph in 
the Physical Examination of Gymnastic Work”; 
Dr. Hitchcock on “Seme Fallacies in Anthro- 
pometry”; Dr. Mary T. Bissell on “ Physical 
Training of Women,” and Dr. John 8. White 
talked about “Tne New Athletics.” In the 
course of his address he paid a glowing tribute 
to the gameof football, which he calls ‘the 
noblest of all outdoor sports.”’ 

Dr. Sargent was expected to address the as- 
sociation in the evening on **The Physical Test 
of Man,” but was obliged to give it up because 
of sudden illness.

‘SHERMAN’S LETIER TO BLAINE. 


WRITTEN IN 1864 AND DECLINING TO 
BE A PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE. 
Prom an Artiele by Gen. Sherman. in the North 
American Review for December. 


In the year of our Lord 1884 there was to 
be a sharp contest for the nomination in Chi- 
cago for a Presidential candidate of the Repub- 
lican Party. The press and people generally 
believed that Blaine wanted it, and everybody 
turned to him as the man best qualified to ex- 
ecute the policy to accomplish the result aimed 
at. Still, abnegating himself, he wrote to me 
from Washington this letter: 

(Confidential, Serionly and Absolutely so.) 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 25, 1884. 

My DgAR GENERAL: This letter requires no an- 
swer. Alter reading it file it away in your most 
seoret drawer or give it to the flames. 

At the approaching convention at Chicago it is 

more than pussivle, it is indeed not improbable, that 
yeu may be nominated for the Presidency. If so 
you must stand your hand, accept the responaipil- 
ity. and assume the duties of the place to which you 
will surely be chosen if a candidate.

TRYING TO PROTECT HIM 
FROM JHE TERRIERS. 
TRIAL OF THE ARRESTED MEMBERS OF 
THE HEMPSTEAD COURSING CLUB 

BEFORE THE COUNTRY JUSTICE. 

It was a great day at the village of 
Hempstead, Long Island, yesterday. Every 
unemployed male resident and every citizen 
who could possibly snatch an hour from busi- 
ness donned his most fashionable clothing 
and turned his steps toward the Town Hall 
before 3 o’clock in the afternoon. Justice 
Valentine Clouds appeared on the streetin a 
broadcloth suit and a silk hat that must have 
brought tears to the eyes of the oldest inhabit- 
ant. The Justice also wore a thoughtful 
air. He was to have the unusual pleasure 
ot hearing a case in which the defendants 
were well-known New-Yorkers who were 
accused of cruelty to animals in coursing 


rabbits at Garden City on Wednesday. In THE 
TIMEs of Thursday appeared an account of the 
meeting of the Hempstead Coursing Club and 
the arrest of August Belmont, Jr., W. Ruther- 
ford, Frederick Hoey, and F. U. Beach, and two 
men who attended to the rabbits, William 
Reardon and John Doty by name. The accused 
were paroled Wednesday until yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o'clock, and they walked into the 
Town Hall just as the clock would have struck 
the hour had it bees in condition. 

Hempstead’s Town Hali is not large, and in 
tive minutes after the doors were opened it was 
packed so densely that the alrin it was thick 
enough to bite. The centre and rear of the hall 
was occupied by rustios, nearly all of whom 
were slieked up for the occasion. On the right 
was a strong contingent of apparently prosper- 
eus farmers and merchants, the former being 
eusily identified by their foot gear. In @ corner 
by themselves were the four officers who made 
the arrests, and seated among them was Henry 
Bergh, like eneugh to his father to be easily 
picked out of a crowd. 

A bevy of fashionable women sat on the left 
of the hall, seemingly interested in all that oc- 
curred. Among them were Mrs. August Bel- 
mont, Jr., Mrs. Blliott Roosevelt, Mra. 8. 8. 
Sands, Mrs. Sidney Dillon Ripley, Mrs. Smith 
Hadden, Mrs. John Hoey, Mrs. C. RK. Hone, Mrs. 
Earl Dedge, the Misses Wight, Miss Bird, ana 
Miss Harriman... They smiled brightly at those 
of the defendants who are members of the 
Yempstead Coursing Club, and when their law- 
yer, ex-Judge Weller of Hempstead, rose to say 
a word in the case Mrs. Belmont leveled an 
opera glass in his direction, though the distance 
between them was not more than 20 feet.» The 
attendance was easily amused and was not kept 
long in suspense. 

Clearing his voice with an effort, Justice 
Clouds called the panel of jurors. The jurors 
who respondea were Martin M. Bedell, Joseph 
A. Seaman, Wiliam Roads, Charies A. Bailey, 
William E. Bulmer, Jacob Roads, Selah 
Paine, Peter Thomas, Edward Ashdown, John 
W. Willett, August Mott, and Charles Seaman. 
Thomas Rushmore, the druggist, played assist- 
ant to the defendants’ ceunsel, as ho Knew 
every resident of Hempstead and its viecin- 
ity. George F. Elliott of Brooklyn repre- 
sented the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. 81x jurors were needed. To se- 
cure these six fourtean were examined. Its 
members are: Edward Ashdown, farmer; 
Charlies A. Bailey, farmer; Selah L. Paine, far- 
mer; William E. Bulmer, Jobn W. Willitt, 
butcher: T, P. Eldered, sonfectiouer. 

Two hours had been used up when Lawyer 
George F. Elliott told the jury that on Nov. 28 
August Belmont, J. W. Rutherford, Frederick 
Hoey, F. O. Beach, William Reardon, and John 
Doty did, with the aid of two dogs, maim and 
kill divers rabbits, in violation of section 765 of 
the Penal Cede. The itirst witness called was 
George O. Clark, Superintendent of the Brook- 
lyn agency of the society. He said that Nov. 
28 he was at Garden City and attended 
the meeting of the Hempstead Coursing 
Club. He saw dogs and rabbits there in consid- 
erable numbers. He saw August Belmont, Jr., 
on a black horse, riding after two dogs “which 
was a chasing of one rabbit.” The degs caught 
the rabbit and killedit. Hesaw J. W. Rutherford 
riding a horse ana following two dogs that were 
following a rabbit. Reardon was follow- 
ing the dogs. Doty let the = _ rabbit 
go and Beach slipped the dogs. Mr. 
Hoey aiso acted as judge of acourse. He heard 
Mr. Belmont callout, when the dogs killed a 
rabbit, ‘two points.”” The witness identified a 
rabbit that lacked ahead and a bit of its back 
as one that had been killed at Garden City on 
Wednesday. The wissing head had been torn 
off A rabbit’s root was also identified. 

All was peace until the witness was turned 
over to ex-Judge Weller. The latter asked if 
the society profited by tines imposed for the 
vielation of the law tonching cruelty to animals. 
The witness said the society received the fines. 
He did not ask for tines. He was paid a salary. 
He received none of the tines. His salary did 
not depend upon the number of cases he was 
engaged in. He did not see a dog bite the head 
olf the deeapitated rabbit after the rabbit was 
picked off the ground. He did not know that a 
rabbit was instauvtly killed if a dog gripped it by 
the spine. -He did not know how long It took to 
kill the rabbits, but it was more than a minute. 

As THE TIMEs of Thursday showed, the courses 
oceupied from 16 to56 seconds. The witness 
thought the dogs kad used unnecessary force. 

The fact that rabbits were killed at Garden 
City on Thursday was also testified to by George 
H. Lambert and W. H. Denyse, giso officers of 
the society. Evidence of much the same sort 
was given by A. F. Glover and Jonn Gay, other 
members of the force. The defense asked a ma- 
jority of the officers if they had not been in the 
mock horse auction business before they be- 
cuine Officers. hey all answered in the neg- 
ative. The defense made a point of asking each 
of them how long the dogs took to kill a rabbit. 
Ollicer Clark said about five miuutes. His com- 
paLions came nearer the murk, and madeit from 
one minute to two and a half minutes, 

Hiempstead people are of the opinion that the 
jury will disagree, as some of its members are 
not friendly to the voursing club, while others 
are. Mr. Belmont said thatif the verdict waa 
against him and his companione the ease would 
be — through the ceurts in the interest of 
‘port. 


EXPORT DEMAND FOR WHEAT. 
Sinaia 

A 8MALL SHIPMENT FOR LISBON 
STRENGTHENED PRICES. 

There was what has lately been an unusual 
feature in business on the Produce Exchange 
yesterday. It was no less than an export de- 
mand for wheat. Rumors about it spread 


rapidly and the drooping spirits of members of 
the trade were greatly cheered. It finally 
turned out, however, that the export demand 
Was not eo very big afterall. It was, it proved, 
for only bine boatlvads, or 72,000 bushels, 
which were wanted for Lisbon people; but for 
# time it bad a marked tonic effeet upon the 
market here. 

On the whole, the wheat market for the day 
was unsettled and fairly active. The early ten- 
dency was bearish, and some leng wheat was 
brought out. So far, cables and newe from 
the interior had been weaker, but then the 
market rallied, partly on the reports about 
the export demand and the sborts covering be- 
cause of it. Deoember, which opened at$1 04, 
Went as low as $1 0333, got as high as $1 052,, 
and closed ut $1 04%. May ranged from $1 121 
at the opening to $1 11%, then to $1 127%, and 
closed at $1 1212. The total business passing 
turned 6,500,000 bushels, of which nearly 
4,000,000 bushels were in May. 

A letter to the statistician of the board from the 
editor of Bradsireet’s was posted and attracted 
a good deal of notice. It said that telegrams 
had been received from San Fraacisoo that in- 
quirie¢s had been made there from Australia for 
wheat and corn. The New-Zealand surplus for 
export is only $00,000 busheils,acourding to this 
inrermation, and mostof it will go to New South 
Wales and Queensland, where ary weather has 
caused great damage. 

Corp on the Produce Exchange was higher 
yesterday. Spot was up a centa bushel and 
options were frem one-eighth to one-quarter of 
® cout higher.

BROADWAY ROAD 


CHANCES FOR CHANGING THE RULING 
OF THE COURT OF APPEALS. 

Ex-Attorney-General Denis O’Brien was 
in the city yesterday, lLaving come to get his legal 
bearings in the Broadway Surface Railroad case, 
in which he suffered so disastrous treatment at 
the hands of the Court of Appeals last Wedues- 
day. Until his arrival he had not seen a full 
report of the opinion of the court and was not, 
therefore, able tou say wbevher or notit left him 
a footing in court for further proceedings. He 
had come to consult with associate counsel and 
with the Receiver, John O’Brien, preliminary 
to a consultation to be had at Albany next week 
with Attorney-General Tabor. 

The situation dia not appear to him very en- 
couraging, but he was not disposed to give up 
the fight while there was a chance left, and 
there were two chances at least remaining to 


the people. His own connection with the case 
began after the Legislature had enacted the 
three separate bills prepared by counsel for the 
Senate investigating sommittee. These bills 
inade itincumbent on the Attorney-General to 
proeeed in the matter on behalf of the people to 
enforce the provisions of the acts mentioned. 
After the laws were enacted it became neces- 
sary to establish their constitutionality. The 
action which was brought in the Special Term 
of the Supreme Court was brought under the 
provisions of these acts, anda favorable deter- 
mination of the case required that these 
laws shouid be found constitutional. He 
was supported in his judgment of the 
form of tbe action by associate coun- 
sel, and he was sure that no rights the pev- 
ple had acquired under the laws in question had 
been imperiled by the form ef the action. If 
the laws had been held constitutional, the action 
would have been upheld. And ore than this, 
the form of action admitted of a complete adju- 
dication of ailthe rights of all the persons in- 
terested in theBroud way Surface Railroad. There 
would have Deen an accounting with every- 
body who had in any way dealt with the road 
and every investor of actual mouey In the scou- 
rities of the road would have had his money re- 
funded. That was the intent of the action. Now 
that the Court of Appeais had decided against 
them, he dia not pretend to say what would be 
done. It would lie with the Attorney-General 
to decide that matter, and he was going to Al- 
bany for the purpese of consulting with him 
aboutit. 

Receiver John O’Brien was paid abeut $30,000 
under the arrangement with the Seventh-* 
Avenue and Bleecker-Street Companies and 
under order of court bas paid out about $8,000 
counsel fees to Clarence Seward, about $10,000 
to ex-Attoruey-General O’Brien, and about 
$8,000 to Leslie W. Russell. He atill retains the 
remainder, which is enough tv pay all other 
fees, his own, of a few hunired dollars, included.

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THE NEW AMBERG THEATRE. 


A DELIGHTFUL PLACE OF AMUSHMENT 
FOR GERMAN PLAYGOERS. 

The new Amberg German Theatre, Irving- 
place and Fifteenth-street, will open its doors 
this evening. The architect and the manager 
are thoroughly satisfied and express no fear 
but that the verdict of the public regarding the 
new heuse of amusement will be one of approv- 
al. The house is commodious and handsome, 
apd has every appurtenance which modero 
theatrical ingenuity can suggest. 

The exterior of the building has become famil- 
jar to the public eye during its construction. It 
is extremely odd. and, unlike most playhouses, 
looks exactly what it is—atheatre. Its archi- 
téctural style follows in the line of the old 
Spauish moresque. [ts square, columned towers, 
balconies, aad heavy frieze work give it a de- 
cidedly Spanish appearance, which is increased 
by the material used in its construction—Phila- 
delphia brick ef mottled yellow and dark red, 
with sombre terra cotta trimmings. Standing 
on the site of the famous eld Irving Hall, with 
the side wall of Steinway Hall as its rear, and 
an eight-foot open way between its south wall 
and the adjoining property, it covers an area of 
75 by 125 feet. 

What will, perhaps, commend the new house 
most strongly to the public is its safety. If 
necessary the auditorium, if filled to the ut- 
most, could be cleared in a very short 
time. From each floor there are nine distinct 
and commodious exits --three to Fifteenth- 
street, four to Irving-placo, and two to Four- 
teenth-street. In the rear there is an Lthrough 
which extension an exit from the stage can be 
had along the Steinway Hali sido entrance te 
Fourteenth-street. On either side of the main 
entrance, on Irving-place, and separated from 
it by flre-proof walls, are two staircases leading 
to the balconies. 

Entranee to the outer lobby 1s had through 
two large double doora. The lobby is hand- 
somely decorated in the Romanesque style with 
Celtic bands. The floor is of Italian white 
marble tiles. The work on the walis is mainly 
in bronze and gold. The wainseeting is entire- 
ly of Italian mosaic inarbie, and the ceiling is of 
panels of cherry. The minor lobby is reached 
through three wide swinging daoors, beavily 
carved. Here the decorations are of « greenish 
bronze, bordered with friezoa of or red. The 
celling is composed of numerous little disks, 

artially concealed by a network of leaves. It 
s tinted seas to preseut an arched appear- 
ance. Two stairways of Italian marble lead to 
the balcouy. The auditorium sntrunce will 
be hung with heavy amber-hued portiéres. 

The seating capacity of tne orchestra and 
two baiconies is. upward of 1,100. There are 
five boxes on either side, draped with ashes of 
roses draperies, lined with old geld. The deco- 
rations of the auditorium throughout suggest 
warmth, the main walls, seats, and carpets 
being of red. The walls begin in a deep red, 
over whieh is a pattern jn lighter shades of red 
and gold, ending in a deep frieze under a cor- 
nice of Romanesque styie. Avove thia is a cor- 
nice decorated richly, on which areshields bear- 
ing the names of the great musical composers 
and dramatic anthers. The fronts of the balco- 
oo are decorated with friezes in white and 
gilt. 

The curtain, painted by Carl Gieger for the 
Karl Theatre in Vienna at a cost of about 
$2,300, represents the triumphal entry of the 
muses. The house will be lighted by electricti- 
ty. Theceiling is more richly decorate’ than 
any other partof the house. Itis divided up 
into panels connected by bands and streamers. 
The prevailing celors are yellow, red, and green- 
ish bronze. The proscenium arch is decorated 
inasimilar manner. The stage is 40 feet wide 
and 70 feet deep, and the proscenium opening is 
34 by 38 feet. 

Manager Amberg is satisfied that his new 
venture will be a success. His properties are 
all new, and the atock company already engaged 
is very large. The programmeselected for this 
evening’s opening includes the farce “Ein Er- 
folg” und “ Fortuno’s Liebeslied.” 





BUSINESS TROUBLES. 


THE NUMBER OF FAILURES RUNNING 
VERY LARGE. 

Bradstreetv’s reports 264 failures in tho 
United States during the week, against 253 for 
the preceding week and 235, 238, 199, and 257 
for the corresponding week in 1887, 1886, 1885, 
and 1884, respectively. The Middle States had 
40; New-Engiand, 31; Southern, 71; Western, 
100; Pacitic and Territories, 22. About 64 per 
cent. of all the failures were in the Western and 
Southern States. Canada had 34, an increase 
of 20 ever the preceding week.

NOT STOPPING TARE WouRK, 

Having heard that Walston H. Brown, 
‘the Receiver of the tirm of Brown, Howard & 
Co., contemplated stopping work on the aque- 
duct, the Aqueduct Commissioners sent fer him 
to ascertain the truth. Mr. Brown visited them 
in the company of his adviser, Engineer Brand- 
linger, und told them that he had cut down to 
160 the number of men employed in repairing 
the defective work un the aqueduct. e had 
been advised that this uumber, working in four 
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gangs, would be able to complete the work by 
May i 1889. This information satistied the 
Aqueduct Commissioners. They were pleased 
that Brown, Howard & Co.’s work would be 
tinished long before next December, when the 
aqueduct is expected to be put to use, and also 
that, by the reduction of the number of laborers, 
they would be enabled to cut down the number 
of inspectors and so reduce expenditures, 

Chief-Engineer Fteley and some of the Aque- 
duct Commissioners having examined the work 
doing on the Sodom Dam, an order has been 
given to the contractors, Sullivan, Ryder & Oo., 
to hurry it on and complete it by the time of the 
opening of the aqueduct. The dam wilil enable 
the aqueduct to carry 60 per cent. more watcr 
than now comes to the city. 


THREE WILLS ADMITTED. 
THE LEGAL SITUATION OF COURTLANDT 
PALMER’S HEIRS TO” BE SETTLED. 

Surrogate Ransom decided yesterday that 
the three wills of Courtlandt Palmer and the 
codicil to the first will should be admitted to 
probate, in order that an appeal may be taken 
and the Supreme Court be given an opportu: 
nity to decide upon the legal situation of the 
heirs. Ex-Surrogate Rolling appeared for the 
proponents of the tast will and William H. 
Hamilton for the three minor children. 

Mr. Palmer died at Lake Dunmore, Vt., where 
he was visiting, Jaly 23, 1888, after a short ill- 
ness. Helefta wife and four children, three 
of them minors and one—Robert Amory Palmer 
—of age. Oct. 6, 1883, he executed a will in 
which he divided his property equally between 
his four children. April 19, 1886, he executed 


a codicil in which he cut off his son Robert and 
did uot leave himacent. May 25, 1886, he ex- 
ecuted another will, in which he revoked the 
first will. and codicil and bequeathed all his 
property to his three winor children and his 
widow, still disinheriting his sou Robert. 

When Mr. Palmer found that he was likely to 
die, July 22 last, he determined to make a new 
will and restore his son Robert to an equal 
share in the estate with his brother and sisters. 
Mrs. Palmer, at his request, wrote a letter to 
his friend, James Foster, in this eity, in which 
she said that ‘*‘Court is very anxious to have 
Beb made equal with his other children,” and 
desirea “to have a new codicil drawn in Bob’s 
favor, 80 as to place him in the same finaucial 
position” as his other children. Before a law- 
yer could get from New-York to Lake Dunmore 
with the old wills and codicil, which were in 
the custody of Mr. Palmer’s counsel, the late 
George H. Forster, Mr. Palmer’s condition be- 
came 80 critical that he sent toa neighboring 
cottager, ex-Gov. Henry BK. Harrison of Con- 
necticut, and he, having none of the former 
wills to guide him, drew up a short will on a 
sheet of pote paper, which was duly signed by 
Mr. Palmer and witnessed. Mr. Palmer had 
evidently forgotten about the number of wills 
he had mace. He said in this last will: . 

“T hereby annal and make utterly void that codi- 
cil which 1 heretofore made to said will by which 
last-named codicil J deprived my son, Robert Amory 
Palwer, of certain benefits and advantages which 
but for said last-uamed cedicil he would have re- 
ceived under said will.” 

The only codicil which Mr. Palmer had exe- 
cuted was to his first will. If he only revoked 
that, then the second will, dated May 25, 1886, 
stands. This cats his son Robert off without a 
cent. Ex-Surrogate Rollins, in his argument 
before Surrogate Ransom yesterday, contended 
-that all the testimony attainable made it clear 
that Mr. Palmer, when he made his death-bed 
will, intended to restore his son Robert to an 
equal snare in his estate with his brother and 
sisters, and that the court had the power to 
cause that design to be carried out. Both he 
and Mr. Hamilton, the counsel for the minor 
ebildren, agreed that the Supreme Court should 
pass upon the peculiar situation of affairs.

CLOSING A HOSPITAL. 
DIPHTHERIA CONTRACTED BY A PHY- 
SICIAN AT GOUVERNEUR-SLIP, 

The Gouverneur Hospital, about which 
there have been reports concerning its un- 
Sanitary condition for some time, has been 
closed by the Commissioners of Charities and 
Correction, pending a thorough fumigation of 
the building, which will be completed within a 
week orso. Thereis also a proposition under 
diseussion to dispese of the old heuse and to 
erect a new reception hospital in the neighbor- 
hood, so that the district may be afforded med- 


ical aid in case of necessity. While the fumiga- 
tion is in progress the assistant surgeons will 
attend to the dispensary practice of the institu- 
tion and to ambulance calis. 

The reasons for quarantining the hospital are 
that Dr. Chalmers, chief ambulance surgeon, 
while attending a dispensary. patient four weeks 
ago, contracted diphtheria, which subsequently 
developed into pneumonia and an inflammation 
of the exterior membrane of the heart. Dr. 
Chalmers is partly recovered from the diphthe- 
ria, butis yet serieusly ill from the diseases 
which the original complaint induced, Al- 
though Dr. Perkins and Dr. Peltier, recent 
graduates of medicine, who are attached to the 
hospital, thought there was no danger of con- 
tagion from the sick man lying in a crowded 
hospital, the Charity Commissioners thought 
differently and caused the removal of the ward 

vatients to Bellevue Hospital. At Gouverneur 
ospital yesterday the physicians seemed dis- 
posed to contradiet the Charity Commissioners’ 
statement that the institution way closed to all 
Save dispensary practice. They declared that 
there were patients in the ward, contrary te the 
orders of the Commissioners, Dut were not will- 
ing to say how many there were or whether 
they would be soon removed. Other attachés of 
the hospital said, however, that there were no 
ward patients in the building.

WEATHER FOR DECEMBER. 

The Hydrographic Office has issued its 
customary monthly forecast of the weather. In 
regard to December the report says: ‘‘ The re- 
sion of frequent and severe storms in the North 
Atlantic this month lies almost entirely to the 
northward ef a line from the Azores to Ber- 
muda, the great pathway of Winter sterms being 
& belt 500 miles wide, stretching cast-northeast 
trom Newfoundland toward and to the porth- 
ward of the British Isles, Westward-bound 
transatiantic steamers especially have difficult 
work steaming into the violent westerly gales 
whieh follow each area of jow barometer as it 
moves rapidly along this belt. Danger from 
fog, however, is at its minimum, as the warm 
water of the Gulf Stream is well to the south- 
ward, and dry off-shore winds prevail on the 
Grand Banks and off the coast of Nova Scotia, 
Little or no ice will be encountered. Along the 
Atlantic coast of the United States the winds 
are strong but variable. In the Gulf of Mexico 
northers become more and more frequent. The 
northeast trades are fresh and steady, semetimes 


interrupted in the Caribbean Sea by strong 
northerly gales.”
